Colonel Xrrte 
was (hot very dangerouſly with rwo Bullets in the back;bur whe- 
cher he be ſince dead, we know notcertaine; for hee was left in 
the grows avon hands at T rime; About 6 aclock at night our 
men entred one parr of the Caitell very conregiouſly, raſhing 
chrough great dangers, with their beatingand rhrowing downe 
of ſtones from out the Caſtell,at laſt, when they ha4no ſhot lefr, 
they fell a throwing of ſtones, and lefe not ſo much as the Tites 
upon the houſe, and ar even, when the Caſtle was moſt pare all 
oa fire, they gor into a Tower, where was a ſtrong Battlement ; 
and there did ftand the chieteſt of chem; whereofone, as wee 
heare, was one Matthew P lunter,who ſtood np,and atked if there 
would be quarter granted ro then, it was replied, there would ; 
no layes hee, I will beleeve none of you, Ler ſome Hononrable 
wan ſpeake,as my Lord Lawbere, orthe like; or faich heeqwhere 
is Captaine Grace, that I may ſpeake with him , hee likewiſe 
letch d Miſtris Boothes Child, and ſhewedir ro him alive; no per- 
ſwaſion could bring them de wne; although they had pur a great 
rope out to come downe by : they were very.timerons, the Comm- 
ca Souldiers would fall upon them; and ſo drave away the time 
till it was darke; that night the Sonldiers lay abont the Caſtfe, 
and next morning did doe as good asdwell with them ie was 
thoug he chere was about 600. in the (aftle, which were pareo 
the (word; very ſtout fellowes there were; Our Armie lay that 
night hard by Trim,where our Forces,chat lay before the Caſte)], 
dd likewiſe draw themſelves. 
Thurſday, our men took another Caftle, called Tremellf 
where the Rogues role away, andieftall within to them, © 
Friday wee marched chrough ©4 chbexe, a Faire Towne, which 

the Rogues had burned co the ground, to prevent ns from: lea- 
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«ing any Garriſon there thar night we cameo the Earl of wep. 
meaghes: the Foot quartered a Mile of this fide-the Earles 
houle. 

The xarlcof OxMonDand many of rhe Chiefeſt Comman- 
ders lay there that vighryhe beſtowed Beare, Bread and Meatye. 
ry plentifu'ly, on onr Souldiers. 

The next morning we marched and not three miles from the 
Earles houſe: oar Dragoneirs going before, came to a Caſte 
which the Rogues haditrongly intrenched and cur off the way 
and made a redoubt or 3to hinder our paſlage,but our men bear 
them off,and killed avout 14. of them: the Rognes did ran Rill 
before us and burar all che Townes before us,  thar wee 
might have no houſes toliein: Burne MoLLINOEx 
where the F00 T &E was to Quarter the next Night: 

So the Foot were faineto lic inthe Field, and the Horſe lay 
in Mellinger that night,the Townes people ran all away,and gor 
all their goods unto on Iſland hard by. The next Day belong Sun- 
day pers oma marched from 41l/szger,and abonr 5 miles be- 
yond CMollinger, wee came to a Caſtle belonging to one Mr. 
Tie which wee found verie ſtrongly Fortified and entrenched 
with wightie Trenches, our Men eatered the Caſtle and found 
no bodic in it, but ſtore of proviſion and abundance of good 
Beere, this Tintes Brother was taken hard by the Caſtle and kil 
led, our Men ranſacked the Caſtle and ſo leftit: The ſame 
Night wee came to aplace called Bail;more, which the Rogves 
had likewiſe burnt that day: nexe morning following Forecs 
weredrawne out togoe for Athlove, my Lord Preſident of Cox- 
nagh Caſtle, my Lord Jones Regiment Sir Michael Herles, there 
went along the Earle of Ormond my Lord Lile Sir George went- 
worihand many more: And within 5 mules of Abchalon, we met 
my Lord Preſident of Connagh,who came to meer the Earl with 
abour 50 Horſe and-£00 Foot, which was his greateſt ſtrengrh 
and preſcarly after came young Sir Charles (core with his T 
of compleat men: after an houre ortwoſtaicd ia the Field rhe 
Eatlc of Or7wend tooke leave ofthe Preſident, and left with him 
the 2 forelaid Regimones, the Lord of Ormond returned thar 
night to. our Armve, and mv LordLile with 5 Troop of Horſe ac- 

companied. my Lord Prefident ro eAbalon. There wee found 


goud 
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dftore of everie thing : for Sir James Dillex who had laic 
lege before Aibloveever fiance Chriſtmas, &lefe the liege 2 dayes 
before wee came there, they run away and left all; hearing the 
Engliſh Armic was comming that way. Themin thoſe parts ap- 
plauding young Sir Charles Coot very much, haviag done a great 
deale of good ſervicein the County of Roſecomon and thoſe parts 
and for releiving Aihlove twiſe whileſt ic was beſieged. 
Ac Ballimere where our Army lay, the Lord Nertervill had 
igtrenched Kymkelfe ina faire Caſtle very ſtrong, bur hearirig 
of our comming letcitand fled away. Anda priſoner whom we 
tooke there, did confeſle the: Lord Nutervill had given order 
for the borniog, if all choſe Townes he forthe Eng/ifþ Army: In 
Zallunore we found great ſtore of Salt,and thece,js now rgo much 
withthe Rebells which they have from G allowsy, doe now buy 
it for two quarts a peny, and ſome of chem acknowledged nor 
long ſince it was worth 5, peace aquarc. The ſame day lome of 
my Lord Lamberts Regiment heonehe away the Znglh werein 
Kiloegan, Wee likewiſe Icfrewoſmall pieces at Athipre: the next 
day my Lord Lie came from Atblove. And we came to Balltmore, 
wee fonnd the Army gone, and inſtantly mer wich Sic. Richard 
Greencull and his Troope, who went with us co the Armie, who 
quatrered that night ia the fields, ſo we marched next. day with» 
out any thing remarkable, The next day we came toa place cal- 
led K:!/mkin which place belongeth to -(Tudge) Donelien and 
abour 2. miles of this ſide we were to paſlle a way which lies be- 
tween 2Bogs, which we found (o ſtrogly eartreched wich redoats 
and many ſtrong Forrificatioas,theſe works were made,chigking, 
that wee would take our wayto Arbelon through that pare giths 
Countrie. But comming home, wee came by che back part of 
it, And were faine to ſtand there at lealt cheee hourcy, betare we- 
could caſt ir down, to get palage- through ©, that night, we were 
quarteredjn the Fields by a wood fide z our wen gor char; Nighe 
atleaſt a too0 Cowes, about Sup, ſer wee had an Alarme, there 
comes 2 Rogves out of the wood ro C oroacll Craffords -qQuarters 
thinkingic had beene there owne Collours, ſo were-ingantly 
Cain, That night was. crucll night. raioiog wich extreme cold 
killed ſome of onr men , and mavy lies ſicke in their garrilons, .

were made, that policies were well governed, and long continued: but 
men ſce that ſuch were utterly blinded and deceived 1n their imagina- 
tions, their doings and inventions (ſeemed they never fo wile) were fo 
eahly and fo loon (contrary to their expettation) overthrowne. 

Where is the wifdome of the Gretiaus, where is the fortitude of the 
Aſians * Where is both the wildame and torce of the Rowans become ? 
All is vaniſhed away, nothing almoſt left to teſtifie that they were, but 
that which well declareth, chat their xealon was not able co governe 
them. Therefore whert ſuch as were deſirous to know the profit and 
onely Governour of all, conſtrained to ſeeke further tNen themſelves, 
and fo at length to confeſle, "that it was.one (30d that ruled all ; by him 
we live, we have aur being, and be moved: He made us,and not we our 
ſelves, we be tis people, and the Sheepof his paſture, Hce made all 
things for man;and man he made for bimlelfe,to ſerve and gJorifie him. 
He hath taken upon him the Order and Government of man his chiete 
creature,and preſcribed .him arule,how be ſhould bekave himdelte, what 
he ſhouly do, and what be may not do. 

This rule is1he law of nature , firſt planted and grafted onely in the 
minde of man , then afterfor that his minde was through fn defiled, 
filled with darkucſſe , and incumbred with many doubts , fer forth in 

writing in the ten Commandements , and after xeduced by Chritt our 
Saviour into thelc row | «+ Thou [halt L:ve tby Lard God 4 vve all things,

In this law is comprehended all juſtice, the perfeRt way to frve and 


glorific God, and the right mean to rule eyery man particularly, and 

all men generally : andthe onely ſtay to maintaine every Common- 

wealth. This is the Touchſtone to try every mans doings(be he King or 

begger) whether they be good or evill. By this all mens laws be diſcer- 

ned, whether chey be juſt or unjuſt. godly or wicked, As for example, 

Thoſe that have authority to make laws in a Common-wealth , make 
this law, that no Þ ins ſhall be made, bur in their own Countrey.lt ſee. 

meth but a trifle, Y ct it by this means the people may be kept from 
idleneſle, it is a good and jutt law, and oleaſerh God, be idlencfle is a 
vice wherewith God is oftended: and the way to oftend him in breach 
of theſe com mandements: Thou halt not ſteal , thou ſhalt not kill, theu ſhalt 
nee bee a [Vhorewon, er,” For all theſe evills come of idlenefle. On the 
other (ide, if tne pzople be well occnpied in other things , and the peo- 
le of another Couatrey live by Pin-making, and uttring them: then if 
there ſhould be a law made thatthey might nox ſell them to their neigh- 
bours of the other Countrey. other wiſe well occupied, it were a wick- 
ed and an unjult law. For taking away the mean , whereby live 
a mean is deviſed to Kill them- with famine, and fo is not onely this 
Commandemen: broken : 7 hou ſhalt not kill but alfo the —_— law 
that faith: Thou (hal: love thy N etghbour as 'by ſelfe, And whatſcever yee will 
that men ds unto you, even ſo do you wnto them, For you your ſelves would 
not b- kil'ed with hunger. 

Likewiſe if there be a law made, utterly prohibiting any man that 
cannot live chaſt, ro marry: this is an unjuſt, an ungodly and a wicked 
law.For it is an occaſion,that where with mocepiagiie might ayoid in: 
he not marrying doth commit W horedome in a&.or 5 aw ew 
to Gods will and commandement: Thou /halt wot commit Whoredome, 

Againe, a Prince torceth his Subjets (under the name of requeſt) to 
lend him that they have, which they d6 unwillingly : and yet feare 
of a worſe turne, they muſt ſeem to be content therewith. Afterwards 
he cauſethto be aſſembled in a Parliament ſuch as perchance lent no- 

/thing, or elſe ſuch as dare not difpleaſe him. Then to pleaſe him. remit 
this generall debt. This is a wicked, ungodly, and unjuſt law. For they 
do not,as they would be done unto. but be an occaſion that a great num- 
ber be undone , their children for Jack of ſuſtenance periſh through fa- 
mine, and their ſeryants forced to flea}, and perchance to commit mur- 
der, So that if men will weigh well this order and law that God hath 

reſcribed ro man, Thou ſhalt live thy Lox4 God above all things , and tby 
Narddow as thy ſelfe. And What ſoever yee will that men do unto you, do yo 
6Þ:n the ſame unto them: they may ſoon learn totry good from eyill, god- 
linefle from ungodlinefle, right from wron

Againſt the offenders of this Law,there was no corporall puniſhment 
ordained in this World, till after the deſtruction ofthe World with the 
greatflood. For albeit Cam and Lamech had commined horrible mur- 
ders, yet were they not corporally puniſhed , but had a proteRtion of 
God, that none ſhould lawfully hurt them. Bur after the flood, when 
God law his gentleneſſe and patience could not worke his creatures to 
dotheir duties unforced, but iniquity prevailed, and miſchief daily in- 
crealed and one murdered and deſtroyed another :then was he conftrai- 
ned to change his lenity into ſeverity , and co adde corporall pains to 
thole that would not follow, buttranigreſle his ordinances. And to he 
made this law, which he declared to Rob He that fheddeth the bloud of 
man, bus bloud (ball be ſhed by man, for man is made after the Image of God. 

By this ordinance and law he inſticureth polntick power & givech au- 
thority to men to make more laws, For he that giveth man authority o- 
yer the body & lite of man, becauſe he would have man to live quietly 
with man,that all might ſerve him quietly in holines and rightcouſncs, 
all the daies of their life, it cannot be denyed, but he gave him authority 
over goods , lands, poſſeſſions, and all fuch things as might breed con- 
troyerlies and diſcords, and fa hinder and let, that he might not be (er- 
red and glorified, as he requireth, This ordinance allo teacheth makers 
of laws, how they thould behave themſelyes in making laws: that is, to 
ſet apart all aftectzons, and to obſerve an equalny in pains, that they be 
not greater or lefſe then the fault deſeryeth , and that they puniſh not 
the innocent or ſmall offendor for malice, and let the mighty and great 
thiet eſcape for aftetion. And out of this ordinance groweth and is 
grounded the authority for Magiſtrates to execute laws: for laws with- 
out execution be no more profitable, then Bells without clappers. Buc 
whether this authority to make laws , or the power to execute the ſame 
ſhall be and remain in one youu alone, or in many, it is not expreſſed, 
bur left to the diſcrefion of the people , to make fo many and fo few , as 
they think neceflary for the maintenance of the State, Whereupen in 
loine places they have been content to obey ſuch laws , as were 
by one, as the Iſraelites were with thoſe that Moſes ordained : the £4- 
cedemonians with thoſe that Lycurgus made : the Athenians with thofe 
that Solon gave them, And in ſome places with ſuch as were made by 

certain outchoſen men, a3 in nk. the ten men, And in fome they 
received none, but ſuch as all the multitude agreed unto. Likewiſe in 
fome Countries they were content to be governed , and the laws exe- 
cuted by one King or Judge, in Ome places by many of the bett ſort, 
in ſome piaces dyes ohne loweſt fort, and in ſorne places alfo 
the Kin N ih , peop le altogerher, 
__ theſe divers kindes of States or Policies had their diſtin names, 
23 where one ruled , a Monarchy ; where many of the belt , Aniſtecracy: 
where the raultitude, Democracy: o_ where al}cogether; that is, a King, 
3 ;

the Nobility,and Commons,a mixt State: which men by log continn- 
ance have judged tobe the belt fort of all, For where that mixt State 
was excrciled, there did the Common-wealth longeſt continue, Bur 
yetevery kinde of theſe States tended to one end , that is, tothe main. 
tenance of juſtice, to the wealth and benefit of che whole multitude, and 
not ot the Superiour and Governours alone. And when they faw that 
the Governours abuſed their authority, they akered the State : As a. 
mong the [/r2eluc,for the iniquity of the children of Saud their Judge, 
from I] udges to Kings : Among the Romans, tor the tyranny and oppre(- 
fion that T arquanirs uſed over the peopie(as the chief occation)and after. 
wards for his Sons lewdneſle (as the ourward occalion) trom Kings to 
Contuls, and fo trom Conluls (tor their cvill demeanour) to Decem viri, 
and T;twn Vvir1, that is, to ten Rulers, and thice Rulers : and & from 
change to change , till it came tothe State Imperiall : yee alwaies pre- 
ſerying and maintaining the au:hority, albcit they altered and changed 
the Kinde of Government. For the Ethuichs themſclyes being led one- 
ly by the law of nature and their own reaſon, ſaw that without politike 
power and authority, mankinde could not be preſerved, nor the world 
continued, The rich would opprefic the poore , and the poore feeke the 
deſtruction of the rich to have that he had : the mighty would deſtroy 
the weak, and as 7 heoderetss faith , the great fiſh car up the imall, and 
the weak fecke revenge on the mighty : and ſoone feeking the others 
deſtruction , all at length ſhould be undone and come to deſtruction, 
And becauſe this authority and power, both to make laws, and execute 
laws, proceeded trom God , the Holy Ghoſt in Scripture calleththem 
Gods not tor thar they be naturally Gods,or that they be tranſubſtanti- 
ated into Gods (tor he faich, they (ſhall dic ike men , an4 indeed their 
works declarc them to be none other than men ) but for the authority 
and power which they-reccive of God,to be his Minifters here on earth 
1n ruling and governing his people , and that the people (ſhould the ra- 
ther obey them, and havethem in honour ana reverence, according 
his ordinance. 

And the wonderfull providence of God is herein to be well nota! 
aud conlidered , of all fuch as love and feare God, that inall places and 
Countries where Gods Word hath been received and imbraced . there 
tor the time the people tollowed God , notyranny could enter , but all 
the members ot the body fought the prolperity avd wealth one of ano- 
ther, for Gods Word taught them foro do, Thru Hoalt love the Lort 
ty God ( faith it) abrveall things, endity Neighbour as thy ſelfr, ind 
Wat yeel Will gpatomen 4o wwe you, do you even {+ wt)» hem, The fruits 
ot tis Word is love one of another , of what (ate or degree in this 
Work fever theybe, And the (tate of the policies and Commoen- 
wealths.haye bern difpokd and ordained by God, that the Heads could 
uot {u they, wavld)- opprefic the other members. For as —_ 

cedems- 
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Lunedemmiont cerraine men called Eprors were ordained to fee that the 
Kings ſhould not opprefle the people; ard amonz the Kama the Tre 
bans were ordained to detend and maimaine the liberty of the people; 
from the pride & myjury of the Nobles: $2 in all Chrifttian Realms and 
Nominions God ordained meancs that the Heads the Princes and Go- 
verno'rs ſhould nor opprefie the poore people after their lufts and make 
there wills their Jawes As in Germary brrweene the Emperour and the 
p:opic,a Countell or Diet ; in Franceand Frglmd, Partiaments, where« 
1 hers met and aflemblat of all forrs of people, ani nothing could be 
done withour the knowledge and content of all. But where the people 
hay: forfuken Cod and contemned utterly his Word, there hath the Di- 
yell by his miniſters. occupied the whole Countrey» and ſubvyerted the 
ood orders juftice and equity, that was in the Common- wealth. and 
planred his unreatonable Infts for good lawes, as every man may {ee by 
the Realme of Jugary,'x hich the 119k? in our tune hathoccupied. And 
where the pcople have not utterly forſaken God and his Word: but have 
begun to be weary of it ; There hath not God ſuftered T yrants by and by 
torulh in, and rooccupiethe whole, and to ſuppreſle the good orders of 
the Comman. wealth, but by little and little, hath ſuffered them to creep 
'n, firft with che Head, then with an arme. and fo after with a legoe, and 
at lengih ( were not the people peniten*, and in time converted to God) 
to bring 1n the whole body. and to worke the feats of Tyrants, as here- 
ater it (hall be declared, 
This is ſo maniteſt im moſt places,that it ſhall not need any particular 
example wheretore it ſhall be the part of all Chriftian mento take heed, 
that in torſaking God. they bring noe juſtly, the Divell and Tvrantsto 
raigne over them, And thole that be called to Counſels and Parliaments 
(and fo to be makers of lawes. whereby the people ſhould þe bounden,) 
not to negleet their duty, or to deceive the people of the truſt and con- 
hdence that was put in them ; for it is no little danger that may thereby 
tollow unto them both in this world. and in the world t> come, for that 
man that takes upon him to doe any thing for another (being the thing 
never lo little of value) and therein did uſe himfclfe either craftily, fee- 
king his owne gaine and profit or ſhew himfelfe not diligent.or not paſ= 
ling what became of the matter comminted to his truſt, our elders be- 
ing men of honeſty, judged and condernned for a moſt vild varlee, and 
unhoncſt perſon. And being men of wiſdome,made a law (which con+- 
tinueth to this day) not onely that hee ſhould make recompence tor the 
hurt he did but alfo that he ſhould not be allowed afterward in the com. 
pany or number of honeſt men, no more than an - > Jr pk And this 
they did not by will, but by reaſon, not raſhly,but adviſedly,not by moſt 
voyces, but by the more diſcreet heads, becaule they ſaw that men could 
not be alwayes preſent to doe their owne things, but of neceſſny muſt 


uc the helpe and truft of others. 
And 
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And againe, nature hath madeeyery man apt for all things, but hath 
made one man more meet for one purpoſe than another : ſo that one ha- 
ving need of another,cvery one ſhould be glad to do for another, and all 
be tied rogether in an undifloluble ſtrong band of friendſhip. And there. 
fore was uch falſe and unfriendly dealing taken to be moſt vild,becauſe 
it did yiolate two the chieteſt vertues and moſt neceflary things, with. 
out which, mankind could not continue : faith, and friendſhip, for no 
man requireth another to doe any thing for him, whom he taketh not to 
be his friend» nor truſteth him, whom he thinkerh not faithfull ; And 
therefore they thought him to be a very wicked and vile perſon, and 
not worthy the name of a man, that at one time, and in one thing, 
(hould thus undo the knot of friend{hip, and deceive him, whom hee 
could not have hurted, unlefle he had truſted him. Now,if nature, rea. 
ſon, honeſty and law,doth ſo grievouſly puniſh him.and cat him out of 
all honeſt mens companies, that is negligent in a trifle, bow much more 
ought he to be puniſhed and caſt our of all mens fight, that is negligent 
inthe greateſt matters ? It he ought ſo fharplyRto be uſed, that deceiverh 
vac poore man, how much more ſharply ought he to be puniſhed, and 
of all men to be abhorred (yea, caft tothe Dogs) that deciveth a whole 
Realme ot ten or ewenty hundred thouſand perſons? If he be thus to be 
abhorred and puniſhed, that is required to doe another mans bufineſle, 
and deceiveth him > how much |more ought they to be abhorred and 
hated, that take upon them to doe for others, not defired, but ſuing for 
it; nc& called thereto, but thruſting in themſelves ; not prayed, but pay- 
ing, giving many liverics, procuring and _— friends to reds 
their voyces obtaining of great mens Leters,and Ladies tokens,feafting 
treeholders, and making great banquetting cheere ; not by the conſent 
ot the party, but by force and Rrength, with troeps of Horſe-men, Bills, 
Bowes, Pikes, Guns, and ſuch like kinde of qualities. 

It this opinion be had, and judgement be given againſt a man that 
ſeekerh his owne gaine with the loſle ef his friends, in ſmall things: what 
opinion may men haye what judgement ſhall be given of choſe, that 
(ro make themſclves noble and rich) cur the throars of thoſe that com- 
mired themſelyes,their wives their children,their goods, yea, and lives, 
upon cruſt, into their hands. 

It chis judgment be given tor worldly things, what judgement ſhall be 
given Of thole that wiltully goe about codeftroy mens foules, and to 
make them a preſent to the Divell, that they tor a time may be his 
Depuries here on earth ? If men do thus abhorre and puniſh ſuch un- 
fairhfull and unhoneſt perſons ; how much more will the A Imighty 
God abhorre, condemne and exerciſe his judgement on them, 
thus abuſe the authority given unto them, and deceive and undo thoſe 
poore Sheep of his, in whom(as his Minifters)they pur in truſt

It the laws appoint thee the rime of 
thirty or forty years to claim aſure and a perfic interclt of that thou en « 
zoyelt , yet ifchou know , that excher thy ſclte or thole by whom thou 
claimeſt,came wrongfully by it thou art not En owner of 
it, butart bound to reſtore it. Alchough the laws do excule and 
defend thee trom outward tronble and puniſhment, yet can they not 
quiet the conſcience, but when thy conicience remembreth , chat thou 
enjoyelt that is not thine, it wi'l bite thee that thou haſt done wrong :

This le(- 
fon was ſo ſweet to the fleſh, that it was no ſooner moved than deſired, 
no ſooner taught then learned, no ſooner heard then pratiſed. Firſt, by 
like that the Empire ſhould not go out of his own raceche coupleth not 
with one, but with all tus Siſters. like bitch and dog. He killerh his bro- 
ther Tiberics, and all his chicteſt friends:he murdereth many of the Se 
Nacours 


aatoury of Rome. He delifphecth to have honeſt meh to be garſhed, ſeor- 
ched, and cut in their taces, and fo to make him pleaſure, to have them 
caſt toravenousbealts, to be rorne and devoured in his fight, or to be 
awed afunder in the midſt. It was s pleaſant paſtime for him, to tee 
the Parents ſtand by, lamenting and weeping. whiles their children 
were tormented and killed, He uſed to complaine and lament; that no 
common calamity and notable miſeries hapened in his time. He rejoy- 
ced much whe. newes were brought him of the ſlaughters of whole ar- 
m_ cz of men.greac hunger, peſti lence, townes burning, and ings of 
the earth, wherein many people were ſwallowedup. Bur the day he faw 
any of theſe himlelte, he needed neither meat nor drinke, but was lo jo. 
cond and merty ; and being gluted with the paſtime of every mang 
death, by himſclie (to procure a-new appetite) hee deviſed ancxther, if he 
could haye broughe ixto pafſe. Bur when he could not have it done, the 
memory thereot was ſo ſweet, that hee oft defired ; rhat-is, that all the 
heads of the people of Kome Rood on one mans neck, thet he might with 
one {waſh cur ig off. . Many other noble ats by his abſolute power he 
wrought ; and at length he commanded that his Image ſhould be fer up 
inthe Temple at leryalem, and there worſhipped : as not unlike Saint 
Gardiners or he hath done no {mall things) (hall-be ſhortly by ancici- 
pation in Fngland, But what-was the end of Caliguls"s abfolute'power 
when he had raign'd three yeers and ten moneths, his own houſbold ſer. 
yvanis conſpir'd againſt him and the General of his own _ ſlew him. 
\yr0 the Empetour was ofnayite very modeſt, gentle and mercifull, 
and the firſt fiyeyeceres of his raign,he ved himfelte very vertuouſly. 
After,other Counſellors and Maſters, then Senecs creprimo his fayour, 
who told him that he might do what himlufled. He was ſoone pertwa - 
ded thereunto. And to ſhew ſome proofe that he had well carried gay 
their adyice ; hee killed /hjs mother. 4grippine,. This-cyuell att did fo 
moye his wicked conſcience, that be not come abroad in the Se. 
nate, but kept himſelfe ſecrex jn his privie chamber. For hee feared the 
hatred ofthe people, and knzw not wharwas belt for him to doe. Hee 
lacked no flattering Counſellours. There were plenty that ſought their

Bucthe wondertull overthrow of cherr devi- 
ces (when they Bhi a heonvdves moſt ture and certaine) is @maniſeh, 
that it is not polſleb] oY; bur that both there is a God-and that hee 
hath care oyer the rack the World, And his Word is ſeplaine, that 
none can gain-lay, bur chat they be ſubjeRt, and ought to be obedient to 
Gods Lawes and Ward.

The ayings need no particular examples to confirme them, bur 
Jooke on all Governours arid Rulersnamed in the whole Bible, or.in 
any other Hiſtory ; and among all yee ſhall finde, that none hath eſca- 
ped Gods puniſhmem. but alwayes their iniquity hath been plagued in 
themſehves or their poſterity. 

- The cauſe and manner of King Sas punifhment, and extinguiſhing 
of his poſterity, is more commonly knowne then needeth any reheartall; 
Kobsom, becauſe he would ratgne as a Tyrant,and notbe ſubje& to Law, 
nor counſell, had ten Tribes of his Kingdome taken from him, and given 
tolerob>2m: who alſo foraſmuch as he contented not himſelfto be ſubjeR 
to (Gods written Word and Law,bur fell ta his own idolatrous inventi- 
ons,and cauſed this Subjettsto follow his proceedings : was fo (tripped 
from the inheritance of his Crowne, that his ſeed wag uner| w% s/n 

The end of Achbeb and lefſabil is well er h underft And King 
loraw for bis Rout-firiving againft Gods Lawes and the order of his 
Countrey, was lo fore ſtricken ofthe Lord with horrible diſcaſcs,.that at 
length bis guts for'extreme anguifh flew out of his belly. Bur whereto 
bring, ] our'patricular cxamplesof Gods plagues and puniſhment wpan 
Kings and Princes that wou nerd fubjtt wo Go Lone the ls 
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of nature, ſeeing the whole body of the Bible, and wiiters of prophanc 
Hiſtories be full of them > y 
T hercfore ſeeing no King or Goyernouyr is exempted from the Laws, 
Hand, and Power of God, but that he ought to feare and tremble at it, 
we may proceed to the other part ofthe queſtion:that is, whether Kings, 
Princes,and omer Governours, ought to be obedient and fubjcR to the 
politive Lawes of their Countrey? To ditcuſle this queſtion, the right 
way and meaue is , a$ in all other things, to reſort ro the tountaines and 
rocts, and. not to depend on the rivers and branches : For as if men 
ſhould adarit that the Church of Kowe were che Catholique Church, 
and the Pope the Head of. it, and Gods onely Yicar on carth, and not 
ſceke further how hee commeth by that authority ; then could no man 
ay, but that all his doings (were they never fo wicked) ſhould ſceme 
juſt : ſo if men ſhould build upon the authority that Kings and Princes 
ulurp over their SubjeRs, and not leeke from whom they have their 
authority, nor whether that which they uſe, be ju(t, chere could be no- 
thing produced co let their crucll tyranny, But for as much as wee feo 
from whence all politique power and author ity comincth, that is, from 
God: ms why it was ordained,that is.to maintaine ] uftice : we ought 
(if we wil judge rightly)by Gods Word to examine and try this matter. 
Saint Pau/treating whe ſhould do obedience,and ro whom obedience 
ſhould be done, Gaith : Let every ſoude ve ſubject to the poWvers that rwe, fo 
ther: ii n3 power Zut of God. There are that would haye this word, Sow, 
taxcn for man, not 23 he confifteth of ſoule and body both together, but 
only of the fleſh ; and that fo by the world (5ow/r) ſhould be underitood 
"ately a wordly man, that is, a lay Manor temporall man (as wee terme 
and not a ſpirituall Man,and a Minifter ofthe Church, Whereupoa 
Antichriſt, the Biſhop of Rome, ſeeking for ſubjetts ro be under his King- 
dome,hath caken for his ſubje&s che Ciergie with tagge and ragge, that 
to them belongeth : and hach made Lawes, that they thould be his ſub- 
jets, obedient wo him. and not to the politique power and authority, 
whereun'o he leayerh for ſubjects onely the temporality, ' 
But in Scripture this word (Seu/e) israken for cycry kinde of man, as 
may appeare, when it faith, that all che foules (that is. man and worman) 
that were in the Ark with Noe, were cight. And that all the ſoules of the 
houſe of Iacob, which Came into Fo f were threeſcore and ten, In which 
numbers, it cannot be denied. but S_—_ were as holy & as ſpiritual! 
perſons, as any arc.or were in the Kinedome of the 51/-op of Rome, And 
4 ory /tome (2 Prieſt) expounding this Text (Let every ſoule be ſubject 84 the 
» Figie 7 powers) faith, yea, it thou be an 4 /tle, an Fuangclift, a Prophet, OT 
whatſoever thou art : for this ſubjeRtion deltroyeth not Religion, Se 
that it Cannot be denied but by this word (Ioule) is comprehended,eyery 
perſon, *and none excepted. Now, touching this word (Power) ſorne 
would haye it interpreted for all thoſe _—_ that execute juſtice, be he

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Kmperour, King, Major, Shetiff, Conſtable, Mouſtholder, of never © 
low: and fone would have it to be interpreted Only of Kinzs and chief. 
eft Officers. But ic is here to be raken for the miniſtexy watl authority, 
that all officers of juftice do exeture: and fo it nvy appetite by Chrifh 
owne words , where he ſaitly 7be 1225 of tht IN aathonrs ride Over them, and 
theſe that exerciſe autbority or power be called grartom Ftncſa brert br bel worrs. 
For as all men and wornen that feera to live togerher in the holy ordi. 
nance of Matrimony, be not man and wife, for it may be. that the aan 
hath another wife living, oz the wife anocher huſband, or that theyrane 
riot rogether for the love of (30d onely , ard to avoid fir, but for fenfa- 
ality , and to get riches , and fo the ordinance it leffe 1s onerhing, and 
the perions, that is the man and woman another:evyen fo is Repos 
power or a'Itthority, being the ordinance and good git. of , one 
thing. and the perſon that execueth the ſame(be he King or Emperour) 
another thing. The ordinance being godly, che man may beevill, and 
not of God,nor come therto by God.as the Prophet O/ee (aith: They have 
wade thim 4 K ing.c> not chroagb mea Pronce,co not throagh my counſel ut], 
Neither is that power and authority which Kings, Princes and other 
mini{ters of juſtice cxercile, only called a power:but alſo the anthoriry 
that parents have over their children, and Matters over their fervants, is 
alſo called a power:and neither be the parents nor Maſters the power.it 
le!t bue they be miniſters and executours of the power, being, given unto 
them by God: which alto $.Paxl in another place plarly ſhewerh, ſay. 
ing to Titre: IVarne them to be Jubje:t (0 the Frixcipalities and powvers, Which 
tome interpret , Prince: and powets, to make a diftintion berween the 
Minilter and the miniftery. And i followeth:to obey the officers fo that al- 
waies the «lifference may be perceived, Sothen, if by this word(Soul)js 
ineant every perſon ſpiricuall and temporall , man and woman: and by 
this word { Pover ) the authority that Kings and Princes execute, 
then cannot /(ings and Princes but be comeined under this gene- 
rall word (So) ag well as others. And they being but executors 
of Gods Laws, and mens juſt ordinances , alſo not exemptc( 
from them , but be bound to be ſubjeRt and obedient unto thern, 
For good and juſt laws of man be Gods power and ordmances. and 
they are but Minitters of the laws. and not the laws « elte. And if they 
were exemp: trom the laws, and \o it were lawfull for them to do what 
them luſterh. rheir aurhority being of God, it might be ſaid. that God al- 
lowed their tyranny robery ot their ſubjeRs killing them without law, 
and fo God the author of eyill: which were agreat blaſphemy, ſti. 
«1 the Emprrour well confiderd when he made this ſaying to be pat in- * 
© the body of the Laws. It is a worthy ſaying (faith befor theM ajcſty of 
him that is in authority,to conteflle that thePrince is lubjet torhe lrwe, 
the nuthority of the Prince doth fo much on the authority of thc 
laws.And certainly it 1s moie honous thea the honour ofthe Empire,co 
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{abmix the Principality unto the laws. For indeed laws be made.chat the 
wilful (e1f-will of men (hould not rulc+bur thatthey ſhould haye's line 
to lead them, as they might not go out of the way of juſtice: and thac (if 
1ay would lay.they did them wrong )they might aleage the Jaw for theig 
warrant and authority. Ic is allo a principle ot all ſaws grounded on the 
[aw of nature, that every man thould ute himlelt and be obedient torhat 
law that ho wil o:hers be bound ume. For otherwiſe he cakethaway that 
equality (for there is no difference betwren the head and foct , concer- 
ning the we and benefit of the laws) whegby Commonwealihs be main- 
ined and Kept up, What equality{Tbeleech you)ſhould there be. wher 
the SubjeRt ſhould do tvs Ruler all the Ruler wonkd : and che Ruker 
tothe fubjeR , thatthe Ruler luſteth ? The good Emperoar Trejanus 
{whom tor his juſt behaviour theSenate of Rome ro&k to be a god being 
in polleſſion of hig office, aud minding co (hew,thac he was not ordained 
to be a tyrant, but to fee the pevple well governed, and that albeit he was 
the Minifter of the laws, yet was he lubjoRt to he laws, took a {words 
and gave it to the Captain of the Horemen, and (aid: Take bu ſivord, w/e 
i: fur me againſt mine enemues in juſt cauſes : and if [ my ſelfe do not juſtly uſe tt, 
th:u uſe it ag aanſt me. 2aleucbu) the ruket and maker of laws to the Locres, 
when he made chis law,that an advouteror ſhould be puniſhed with the 
loile of both hig eyes, and his lon had offended the lame,albeuihe people 
made great interceflion thac his pains might be pardoned him,he would 
nat conſent unto it,but pulled owt one of his lons eyes,to fulfill and keep 
the law, he ſuffred one of his one eyes alfo to be pulled our, 

But thou wile ſay: What have we w do with Erbnick? why hould we 
be ordered by Erhnicks doings? I anſwer , that when Etbnicks do by az» 
turexhat chou art bound alto to do,nat ney nature, but by the laws 
of God and man, fuch E:-nicks ſhall rife inthe univerſall judgemerr, to 
accule thee, and work thy condemnation. The Biſhop of Keowes laws 
(which albeic he uſe not in himſelf, yet willhe have them practiſed in o- 
thers) ſay thus: [8 i rcquifate and juſt, thet 4 Prince obey bu on laws. For cho 
may he laok that others ſhall keep bu livs, when be Limſelfe bath them in bouvur . 
luſtice will, that Princes be ebedien# and bound to their Wn liv, and that they 
cannot in their wn doings condeurne thaſe laws whith they preſcribe wats others, 
The authority of ther {ring is juſt and indifferent , if that they ſuffer » # them. 
fſelvs ts do» that they probibize xnts their people, This faith the B: pot Romes 
law, Aud upon this principle after , in the great generall Counſel] of 
Laieran , which Þ ope innocent the third held , it may feem,, xx was ©t- 
dained and decreed (as they fay) thaewhen Kings and Princes thatac- 
knowledge no Superiour, ſhould fall out among themiclves, or (h

$ the body of-man is knit and kept together in due proportion by 
linews,(6 15 everyCommon- wealth kept & maintained in good 
order by obedience.Burt as if the ſinews be too much racked and firech. 
ed out , or to@ much ſhrinked together , it breedeth wonderfull paines 
and deformity in mans body: fo if obedience be roo much or too little 
in 2 Common-wealth, it cauſeth much evill and diſorder. For too much 
maketh the Governors to forget their yocation,and to uſurp upon their 
ſubjects: too little breederh a licentious liberty , and maketh thepcople 
to forget their duty. And fo both waies the Common- wealth groweth 
out-of order,and at length commeth to havrock aud utrer de{truction, 
Some there be that will have too little obedience, as the Anabaptifts: 
For they becauſe they neare of a Chriſtian liberty, would haye all poli- 
tike power taken away: and fo indeed no obedience. 
Others (as the Engliſh Papifts ) rack and ftretch out obedience too 
much, and will nceds have civill power obeyed in all things , and that 


whatſoever it commandeth, without reſpett i ought and muſt be done, 


But both ofthem be in great errors. For the Anabaptiſts miſtake Chri- 
Ran liberty,thinking that men may live without hn and forget the fall 
of man, wherby he was brought into ſuch miſery. that he is no more a- 
ble to rule himfclte , then one Beaſt is able to rule another : and that 
therefore God ordained civili power (his miniſter)to rule him, and to 
<a)l him backe. whenfoever he ſhould paſſe the limits of his duty, and 
would that an obedience ſhould be given unto him.

And in our dayes his hand is not ſhortned,but be hath and daily doth 
plague Blaiphemers, Whoremongers, D runkards, Murtherers, Thieves, 
Traytors, Tyrants, ſuch as in mans tight no man durſt, or at the leaf 
would couch : ſome with incurable plagues of their body, fome with 
loſſe of their children, ſome with loſſe of their goods, .and forme with 
(hamefull de ahs, 

And comrariwiſe, when the worl4ly powers have violently, tyrag- 
noufly, over ſharply, and wreaztully opprefied and condemned inno. 
ceats, God (to teſtifie that hee hath alſo power of the body) hath 
tiocs in all ages mightily avd miracuſouſly delivercd his prople from 
the power of Tyrants : asthe [ſrarbtes from Prarach, AMordechers from 
Hamm, Suſauni from the lecherous } udzes; Sbadrach, Meſach and Abed- 
"gw, from the burning Ovea : Dau from the L ons Den; Peter from 

erod > and infinite other examples wee have in Scriptures and Hiſte« 
ries. And the like have not wanted in our dayes alto, f wee will advi. 
ſedly confider the condition and Rare of 0ur time ; So that wee ſee God 
to be the Supreme power of the whale man, as well! to puniſh a5 ro4e- 
liver at his owae will. 

God is the highett power, yea, the power of powers, from him is de- 
rived all power. All people be his ſervants. made to ferve and glorife 
him. All other powers are but his Mtniſters, fer to over toe that every 
one behave himſelfe as hee ought, roward Ged, and todoc thoſe things 
that hee is juſtly commanded w dec by God. 

Whatfoever God commandeth man to doe, he ought not to confider 
the matter, but ſtraight to obcy the Commander : For we are fare what 
he commandeth is juſt and right; tor from him that is 2{cogether juſt 
«and right, ro injuſtice nor wrong can come. 

So did Abrabers, when contrary two that» ſeemed to be right. and juſt 
(yea, contraty two Gods generall Commandement) hee taade hum ff 
ready to Kill and offer in lac rifice his onely promiſed ſonne Iſaic, accor- 

ding to Gods ſpeciall Commandemenc. So did alſo he Children of V. 
reel, contrary to the generall Commandement (Thou ſbylt not fteale) rob. 
and tpoile the Eyyitians, by Gods fpeciall Commandement, And fo did 


Phimas, who albeic hoe were no Magiſtrate, yet of a great veale by the 
inward motion of Geds Spirit, thruſt his (word thevow thoſe ws 
whom be found commuting whoredome.

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Autixbas thethird King of Syris wrote thus to all the Cities of his 
Dominion, that if hedid command any thing that ſhould be contrary 
tg the laws, they ſhould not paſle thereon , but that rather they ſhould 
thinke, it was tolne or forged without his knowledge coulidering that 
the Prince or Governour is nothing elle buc ene Minitter of the Lawes, 
And this ſame faying of this moſt noble King ſeemed to be to utt and 
realonable , that it is taken for a common principle , how Subxetts 
ſhould know , when they thould do thac be commanded , and 
when they ought nor, 

Likewiſe a Bilhopot Xme called Alexaud:r the third , wrote to an 
Archbiſhop, to doa thing which temed to the Archbiſhop to be un- 
realonabFe , and contrary to the laws ; the Pope perceiving that the 
Biſhop was oftended with his wriung, and would nocdo that he requi- 
red: defired him notto be offended, but that if there were cauſe , why 
he thought he ſhould not do that he required, he would adyertie him, 
and he therew iu would be ſatisfied 

This 15a Popes faying : wnich who is fo hardy to deny to be of lefſe 
authority then a law ? yea no fellow, but above Gods Word? Wheic- 
upon this is agenerall rule, that the Pope is not to be obeyed, bur in 
lawfull and hone things. And ſo by good argument from the more to 
the lefle , that Princes ( b'ing but footftools and (tirrop holders © 
Popes) commanding their ſubjects that is not gedly, not juſt, not law- 
tull, or hurtfull co cheir Countrey , ought not to be obeyed . but with- 
ſtood. For the tubjects ought not ( againſt nature to further their 
own deſtruction, bur to ſeek their own falvation: not to maimain evill, 
butto ſuppreſle evill : for noe only the doers , but alſo the conſentors 
tocyill, ſhall be puniſhed, tay beth (ods and mans la' s, Aud men 
ought to have more reſpz&t to their Countrey then to weir Prince *® 
tothe Common-wealth , then to any one perion For the Countr 
aud Common-wealth is a degree above the King. Next unto 

men oughtto love their Countrey , and the whole Common- wealth, 
before any member of it: as Kings and Princes ( bethey never © 
great) are but members: and Common. wealths may ftand well e- 
and flouriſh, alber there be no Kings , buc conmariwiſe with- 
out a Common- wealth there can be no King. Common- and 
Realms may live, when the head is cut off, and may put on a new 
that is, make chem a new Governour , when they ſee their old head 
{ck roo much his own will, and not the wealth of the whole body , for 
the which he was onely ordained. And by that juſtice and law , that 
tacly hath been executed in England (if jt may be called juſtice and 
law) it ſhould oqpear, that the miniſters of c,yill power do | 
command that, that the ſubjetts ought not todo.

This picce of Scrip.ure is their cloake; but it ſerveth no more a Kings 
wicked doings.then that <frthe wicked ſonnes of Fli, and the facrificers 
(whom men call Prieſts) to take our of mens pots, what piece them 
lu(teth, or to take Then POTTION Travw,comrary to Crods Ordmance. For 
as 1g the one place it 15 called the right or law of the King : to is it 
in the other place called the right of the l1zw of the Pric!ls But in no 
other of theſe places it is called the lavy or right that Cod appointed 
to Kings or Priefts, which hee ſet out in other places. bur fuch asthey 
would uſlurpe oycr the people. Neither will this maioraine the pur- 
pole. that here he ſpeaketh of a King. and not a Tyrant; for-at the firſt 
a Kings name was as odious, and as much abhorred as a Tyrants, Bur 
this was ſpoke of the Prophet, Sane! to feare the people, that they 
ſhould net goc about to al: theorder and policic that God had or. 
daincd ; which if they did, they ſhould feele what a plague it were <1 
havea King given in Gods fury. And if they had onely ſought to be 
ruled by one. (as partly 1.1 this, that one alone ruleth a King doth differ 
from qther Governours) they would have beenc content with Sm: 
albne. who, as hce was appointcd by 'God to rule alone over the !/4c- 
18:5, lo did hee cxcrcile and ule his office moſt uprightly : but they 


would 


would needs hav a gailave and pompious King, one that ſhould ride 
out with his Gray 14 before hum, a great troope of Horſemen before 
and behinde him, his Guard alcogether 1n Gilke, with their Holbeards 
1your him, and every one to tall flat cothe graund chat ſhovkd mee: 
him, as the Gentiles had, who were indced tyrants, as appearech by the 
firſt, called Nimrod, who for his rebellion againlt God, and devouring 
of Gods people, was called T be /tout Hunter betore, or againlt God 
And ia the fame Kingdome of the [/rachites, God ſhewed by an cvides: 
terror to all Governours, that he did not allow ſuch right, as the Pra- 
phet (21d, the King would uſe over his fubjects. For when King dcba) 
would baye bought of his ſubzeSts. Neaveth his V intyard (which hee 
ceded nnt to have done, if the tubjects goods be the Kings) and he re 
fuſed to {ell it, as he might do,for by Gods Law.he had a property there- 
in.from which without his will and conſent, he could not be forced to 
G&part, the King fretted fo much becauſe he could not have his will.that 
he fell ſicke in his bed, and would not cate, His wite, Dame [:/avd, a 
woman full of malice and mifchicte (as that kind is very aptand prone 
20 thoſe vertues.and within ſhort ſpace doe lo therem excell, as kew men 
can in long time match them) taketh the matter in hand. What (ah 
(he) be you a meet man to be a King over {/-al> that will ſuffer ſuch 
diſhonour at your {laves hands, one that by your ancient prerogative, 
which hath continued theſe hundred and three ſcore yeeres, (yea, from 
the firſt King of !/rael) yee may uſe in body and goods, as pleateth 
you? Fic for ſhame, pull your courage $0 you, arile, cate your meat, 
e merry, I warrant you the Vineyard. Out goeth a Commilſhkon 
in the Kings name, to certaine Cammiſhoners, where Nabovth dwelt, 
ſuch as the Queencs Grace was ſure, favoured her proceedings. Thoſe 

ee requiteth to cauſe Nboth to be jndited and condemned for an 
Heretique and a Traytor « and {© & cauſe lym to be ſtoned to death. 
Her will is forthwiuh tatigfhed, mattercnough again \ov9, priſoner 
at the Barre, becauſe (þe would fo haye it ; n> man mighe be admitted, 
nor durſt fpeake the trugh in the prifoners caute, left they had beene 
clapped faſt, and truſled up allo for ſpeaking againlt the King and 
Queen : noQueſt duſt qua hirw,for feare of kiſſing the Feet ; no Jawes, 
nv eqitity, ng-juſtice migar defend the poore innecem.

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Thus yee may ſee the. end of lufty Lords and Ladies, that will haye 
their lults a law, and cheir will to be followed and ebeyed of their 
lubjcAts as a right indeed. The true rig! and prerogatives of a King, 
Was Written in a particular Book: by te Prophet Samuel, and laid up 
by the Arke, which Booke (among many other) was loſt, yet who {o 
Iufterh to know it, may ſee it fet out by God in the Booke of Denterong- 
my. Aﬀcer that (od had preſcribed who ſhould be their King, that is, 
no Alicne or Stranger, but one of their owne brethren ; for naturally 
rangers doe not tayour (trangers. Anda (trange Prince ſceketh by all 
meancsto deſtroy the natural! inborne, that hee may with quietneſſe 
and ſurety enjoy and uſc that hz commeth evill by, and fo leave it to 
his ſuccetſion : then 1s ſet forth che right and Prerogative of a King 
thus : When your King is made, he ſhall not keepe many horſ-s, nor 
patting his truſt in his Horſemen ; he (hall not bring the people againe 
into £ zyþt. Hee ſhall not have many wives, leſt rhey alter his mind from 
God ; neither yet great treaſure ot filyer and gold. Bur when he is ſet 
in his Throne ; he thall cauſe a copie of theſe Lawes and Statutes to be 
written out ofthe originall, remaining with the Levites, and the ſame hc 
(hall have with him all the dayes of his life, that hee may learne to fearc 
tne Lord his God, and to keepe (nor to breake) all the words and ce. 
remonies that be commanded in the Law, and alſo te fulfill chem in his 
doings : And he ſhall not be proud and hauty over 'his brethren, nei- 
ther ſhall he ſwarve trom the Law toward the right hand or left hand, 
that hee and his children may long raigne over [/ral, But beſides this 
Law appointed for all Kings, hee that will be accounted a Chriſtian 
[King or CGovernour, mult remember, that hee is a Chriſtian man, and 
that by bring made a King. hc 15 not exempt from the lawes and duty of 
a Chriſtian man, which every one profeſſeth in Baptiſme ; but as he is 
called and exalt:d above the relt of his brethren, fo ſhould he be an*- 
ample to them of good living and verrue, in obſerving the Law, which 
faith as well to Kings as to beggers : Thu ſhals not fteale; Thou (halt xot 
covet any thing that 15 thy ne1g»bours, and fo it Rabliſheth and conficmeth 
that every one may juſtly Keepe that is his owne, and none may tzke it 
trom him by any means againſt his will, be it King ar Emperout 

And by the doings of amt, who, albeit he were not a King in name, 
ye had he (being the Lievetenant and Viceroy to God the chief King) 
as great authority as any King on thecarth ; it may appcare, that all 
things of the ſubjects be not the Kings owne proper : For ifthey had 
bcene his owne, what needed Samuel (arthe ſurrender of his office) r0 
offer to make an account? And to whom I pray you > Toany bribing

CHAP. VI 


Whether it be lawfull to deyoſe an evill Governonr, and bill « 
Tyrant ? 


ASthere 1s no better nor happier Common-weaki, nor no greater 
bleſſing of God, then: where one ruleth, if hee be a good, juſt, and 
| godly man : {© is there ao worle, nor none more miſcrable, nor grea- 
| ter plague of God, cher where ane culeth, that js evill, uazuſt, and un- 
R folly. A good man knowing that he or thoſe by whom ke claymeth, 
wasto-fuch office caltetdfor tis verrue, :o fee the whole State well go- 
verged, andehepeople rictended from injurics : negleRterh uterly tis 
| owne pleature and profit, and/befto all his ftudy and labour $0 
ie his office -well diſcharged: - And as a good Phyltian earneltly-fee- 
kah the health of his P&icur, and a Shipmaſterthe weakh and faſe= 
gatd of rheſo he hath in his Shyp ; 46 dow a good Governour fecke the 
wealth of choſe he ruleth. Aud therefore the prople 'taclinge hevere- 
fic commung by good Gortrnavuts, uicdin-cime paldto'call f 
Gorerneans, Pathers - ate: gavdi thead no-lefſc honour, chen- by 
vive rathoy Parens, - 7 Y - FR 
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An evill perſon comming to the government of any ſtate , either by 
ulurpation , or by election, or by ſucceſſion, utterly negleRting the 
caule why Kings, Princes, and other Goyernours in Cominon- wealths 
be made ( that is, the wealthof the pecple ) (ceketh onely , or chiefly, 
his own profit and plealure, And as a Sow comming, into a faire Gar- 
den, rooteth up all the tairc and ſweet flowers , and wholiome fimples 
leaving nothing behind, but her own filthy dirt: fo doth an evill Go. 
vernour ſubvert the laws and orders, or maketh them to be wrenched 
or racked to ſerve his aftections, rhat they can no longer do their of- 
fice. He ipoileth the people ot their goods, either by open violence, 
making his Miniſters, to take it trom them without pay ment therefore, 
or promiſing and never paying : or crattily under the name of loanes, 
benevolences, contributions , and tuch like gay painted words, or for 
fearc he gencth out of their poſſeſſion that they have. and never re- 
Roreth it, And when he hath it, conſumeth it, nottothe benefit and 
profit of the Common. wealth, but on Whores, W horemongers, dice- 
ing,carding,banqueting,unzjuſt Wars,and ſuch like eyils and miſchiets 
whicrein he daily delighterb, He ſpoileth and taketh away from them 
their Armour and Harnefle , that they (hall not be able to ule any force 
to defend their right, And not contented to have brought them in- 
to ſuch miſery ( to be {ure of his Rate ) ſeeketh and taketh all occahons 
to difpatch them of their lives. If a man keep his houſe, and meddic 
in nothing, then ſhall it be ſaid, that he fretteth at the ſtate. It he come 
abroad & ſpeak to any other, forthwith it is taken tor a juſt conſpiracy. 
It be ſay nothing, and ſhew a merry countenance, it is a token, that he 
deſpiſcth the Government. If he look ſorrowfully , then he lamenteth 
the (tate of his Countrey, How many fſoever be tor any cauſe com- 
mitted to priſon , are not onely asked, but be racked alſo.to ſhew whe- 
ther he be privie of their doings. If he depart , becauſe he would live 
quieny, then is he proclaimed an open enemy. To be ſhort» there 15no 

ing, no geſture, no behaviour, no place can preſerve or defend inne- 
#cncy , againſt ſuch a Governours cruelty : but as a Hunter maketh 
wilde beaſts his prey, Tolls, Nets, Snares, Traps, Dogs. Ferrets,minipg 
and digging the ground, Guns Bows, Spears.and all other In{truments, 
epgines, deyices, ſubcilyes and means, whereby be may comie by his 
prey: lo doth a wicked Governaur make the people his game and prey, 
and uſcth all kinds of fubtilties , decens, crafts, policies, force , vio- 
lence, crnelty , and ſuch hike devilliſh waies , to ſpoile and deſtroy the 
people , that be commirted to his charge. And when he is not ablc 
pi t moſt manifeſt cruelty todo by himſelf that be defireth, then 

intth he unguſt cauſes to caft them 1aro Priſon, where like a5 the 
Bearwardes muſlell che Beares , and: tyc them w the fakes ; while 
they be baited , and Kkilled', of Maſtifte ; and Curs, fohe them 
in chains, whilſt the Biſhops, and other his tormencours,and hereticall 


INgui- 


inquifitors doe teare ahd deyoure them, Finally, he faich; and denierh, 
ke promiſerh and breaketh promiſe, he ſweareth and forſweareth, and 
neicher pafſeth on God nor the Dirvell (as the common ſaying is) fo he 
may bring to pafſe that he defireth, Such an cvill Goyernour properly 
men call a Tyrant, 

Now,for as much as there is no expreſle poſitive law for puniſhment 
of a Trrant among Chriſtian men, the queſtion is, whether it be law. 
full ro kiJl fuch a monſter, and cruell beaſt, covered with the ſhape 
Or 2 man. 

And firſt for the better and more plaine proote of this matter, the 
manifold and continual! examples that have beene from time-totim 
ol the depoting of Kings, and killing ot Tyrants, doe molt certain 
confirme 1t to be moſt true, juft and conſonant ro CGzods judgement, 
The Hiſtory of Kings in the Old Teſtament is full of it. And as Car- 
dinall Pole rrucly citeth, England |acketh not the praftice and experi. 
ence of the fame. For they deprived King Edward the ſecond; becauſe 
without law hee killed the ſubje&s, ſpoyled them of their goods, and 
waſted the creafure ofthe Realme. And upon what juſt cauſes {chard 
the ſecond was thruſt our, and Henry the Gori pat in his place, I re- 
ferre it totheir owne judgement, Denmarke alto now in our dayes, did 
nobly the like aR, when they deprived Chriſtierne the Tyrant,and com - 
mitted him to perpetuall priſon 

24hartas the Pope that invemed firft the lamps in the Church, depo. 
led Clilperichns, King of France, becaule: hee! was (aid tobe n lecherous 
perſon, and an unprofitable Governour of the'Realme : and forced him 
tobe a Monke,and made Pipine (father of Chirtes) King of France. 

Pope Houvrius (ag yee heard before) commanded that the King of 
Hungary ſhauld be deprived, becauſe he diminiſhed the Rights of the 

Crowne : unlefſe he repented, and undid all that he had done. 

A certaine King of Portugaie was yery negligent in his office z he con. 
ſumed and waſted away the" trea ſure of his Realme, hee oppreficd his 
lubjeRs, and miſuſed chem. Wherefore Pope Innocent the fourth made 
the Kings brother, the Earle of Boloze, Coadjutor tothe King, and gave 
him the whole charge 'of the Realme, diſcharged the people of their 
oath tothe King. and commanded them to be obedient to the Ki 
brother in all things. as King. Bur the Popes learned Councell faid, 
that he ought to have be:ne urerly depoſed of the Crowne. Thelt dd. 
ings of Popes I rehearſe not, 2s though therr. uſurped authority. eve 
to be allowed, bur for that yee may ſee, that it iy no new thing to 
evill Kings and Governours; and that thoſe that hayethe juſt 
rity, may, and ought for the like cauſes, doe as they did. For albeit the

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Sony any other, but retaine and exerciſe it themſelves, And is any 
man ſo unreaſonable to deny, that the whole may doe as much as they 
have permitted one Member to doe ? or thoſe that have appointed an 
office upon truſt, have not authority upon juſt occaſion (as the abuſe 
of it) to take away that they gave ? All Lawes doe agree that men may 
revoke their Proxics,and Letters of Attwrney when nt pleaferh chem: much 
more, when they ſe their Pro:tors and Atturneys abuſc it. 

But now to prove the latter part of this queſtion affirmatively, that 
it is lawfull to kill a tyrant : there is no-man candeny, but that the 
Ethnicks (albeit they had not the right and perfeCt true knowledye of 
God) were induced with the knowledge of the Law of nature: 

For it is no private Law to a few or certaine people, but common to 
all : not written in Bookes, but grafted in the hearts of men : not made 
by man, but ordained by God ; which wee hay* not learned, received, 
or read : but bave taken, ſucked and drawne it ont of nature ; where.. 
unto we are act taught, but made ; not inftrufted, but ſeaſoned ; and 
(as S. Paul faith) Mens conſcience bearing witneſſe of is, 

This Law teſtificth to every mans conſcience, that it is natural to 
cut away an incurable member, which (being ſuffered) would deftroy 
the whole body. 

Kings, Princes, and other Governours, aibeit they are the headsof 
a policzque body, uy are not the whole body. And though they 
be the chiefe members, yet they arc but members : neither are the people 
ordained for them, but they are ordained for the people. 

' Upon this law of nature, and to conſerve the whole body, the Eth- 
wick not moning that the foule is immorrall, nor that there ſhall be a 
relſurre&ion of the body; and ſoule to judgement + but thought the 
ſonle periſhed with the body. and that there was no difference betweene 
a bruit beaſt; nd mans life ; thought it reaſonahle, and made it lawfull 
(by their poſitive law)for every man to kill atyrane. Andto incourage 
men to enterprife to Kill a Tyrant; they efteemed the deed to be w 
fo great reward, that they thought him worthy pardon that killed a Ty- 
rant,though he had killed his owne natural! father before. And 
this, when they faw,that Tyrants uſed to haye their bodies defended with 

eat Garriſons and Guards of forraigne people, or kept themſelves in 
ſtrong Holds,and fecret Chambers, fo as none without great hazard and 
_ might come neere them: they propound great rewards to kira that 

oulddeſtroy a Tyrant. Neither thought they rewards or gifts to be a 
ſufficient recompence for ſo vertuous an aR, bur they uſed alfo to make 
the Image ofhim that killeda Tyranc, in brafle : and to fer it up in the' 
moſt ſolemne place of the City, for a perpetuall memory of the a&; the 
commendation of the doer, and the incouragernent ot others to doe the 
like; They dedicated to his praiſe and honour, fongs and yerſes, and 
wauld haye them taken of men as gods worthy immerrality. | 

Where- 
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Whereof came the name of Nobility, or howwere thoſe that be cal- 
led hexoicall or noble Perfonages, divided from others , '& had in ſuch 
honour and reverence, ſeeing all men came of one man , and one wo- 
man > Was it for their luſty Hawking and Hunting ? for their nimble 
dicing, and cunning carding 2? For their fine ſinging and dancing? tor 
heir open bragging and ſwearing ? For their falſe fleering and flatte- 
ring ? tor their tubtile picking and ſcaling ? for their cruell polli 
advillieg ? for their mercilefle man murthering ? for their — 
deltroying of their naturall Countreymen , and ctrayterous betraying 
ot cheir Countrey ? No,no,there was no ſuch thing, The reſpect onely 
oftheir vertue and love to their Countrey brought them thereto. Be- 
cauſe they revenged and delivered the opprefſed people out of the 
hands of theix Goyernours, who abuſed their authority, and wickedly, 
cruelly , and tyrannouſly ruled over them : the people of a gratefull 
and thanktull miade, gave them that eftimation and horour, Ot this 
kinde of Nobility was Hercu/es, Theſeus, and ſuch like. 

Good Kings, Govyernours , and States in time paſt took it to be the 
greateſt honour that could be , not to take Cities and Realms to their 
own uſe, (when they were called toayde and relieye the oppreſlied ) as 
Princes do now adaies:but to reſcue and deliver the people and Coun- 
treys from the tyranny of the Govtrnours , and to reſtore them to 
their liberry. $0 did the Romans, the Lacedemonians out of the « 

tranny of Mnabs,and all Greece from the bondage that Philippus (D 
lon) King of Maczdonis had them in, So did the Noble men of the pes- 
ple of Cod alſo come to their high eſtimation and honour , as Gideon , 
Pau, lefthe, and Sawſon, who for the delivery of his Country from the 
power of the Idolatrous cruell Philiftines, pulled upon himſelf preſenc 
death, So that this principle that evill and cvill doers ought ge 
niſhed, and-roten members to be cut away, was no peculiar law of the 
Echnicks, but it proceedeth of nature, and therefore common to all 
men, as it is plaine by the Chronicles, and experience of all ages, and 
ogy exemplified for our ſure Ray and learning , as well in the

The Prophex Elkins being no civill Magiſtrate,cauſcd the K & |

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tbough ſcarce fo falic nnd idolatrous , as the Popes Maſle and Religion 
is. And when the Queens Majetty Dame le/abe! (thar ſhe Divell) faw 
lebu come to her Palace, cryed and reviled him as a traytour, leby nor 
paſſing upon her words(though the was his Soveraign Lady & miſtris) 
crycd aloud , who is on my fide, who ? Ag though he had faid, ifthere 
be any among you , that ſetteth more by Gods true Religion, and their 
naturall Councrey , then by that idolatrous witch the Queen: caft her 
our at the window. And fo two or three of her Privic Chamber threw 
her out to him, burſting her neck and bones againſt the Walls. And as 
ſoon as ſebuhad trodden her under his feet , Dogs {as ye heard before) 
eat up her fleſh, and licked up her blood. 

Isram was known the King and right inheritour of the Crown of 1/. 
ral. And yet when he ſaw lebn and his company come toward him, he 
asked him whether he came in peace, Tebw faid , what peace ſhould 
there be, as long as the Whoredomes of thy Mother. Ieſ«bd and her 
witchcrafts be fo great? And fo for his Idolatrous tyranny and evill 
Government [erbu ſlew him. And many more. ſuch examples in Scrip- 
ture we have, which (as the reſt of the Bible is) be left for the inftruti. 
on of all Chriſtian Common-wealths in like caſe , as we want not alſo 
the like experience and examples cyen in thele our daies. Becauſe the 
remembrance of the horrible deſtruction ot the evill Governours, and 
alteration of the Common-wealth in 91z2phlead , and certaine other 
places in high Almaine,now in our time.is not very pleaſant, I will pur- 
polely paſſe it over, albeic the matter is lofreſh and green : yet till in 
all mens ſights, that it is ſpoken of uniyerſally through the world, And 
was not Petrus Aloyſins (Pope Pad thethird fon, and Duke of Placenzs) 
juitly flaine, now lately ofhis own le, becauſc of the evill govera- 
ment, and tyranny be uſed among ? 

And where thys juſtice is not executed , but the Prince and the peo- 
ple play togerher , .and one winkerth and bearcth with the others faults, 
there cannot be but a moſt corrupt, ungedly, and yitious State, which 
albeit it proſper for a ſeaſon , yet no doubt at length they may be ſure 
that unto them ſhall come that came to Soderne, Gomorra, Ieruſalem, and 
ſuch gy that were utterly deſtroyed. 

Agd on the other ſide, where the Nobility and people look diligent- 
ly and earneſtly upon their authorities , rnd do beth ſame executed 
on their Heads and Governours, making them to yeeld account of 
their doings : then without faile will the Princes and Governours be 
as diligent to ſte the people do their -7 And fo (hall the Common- 
wealth be godly and profper,and God ſhall be glorified in all.But thou

He in a rage f(enderh thither a 
number of mercileſſe men of war, who making no difference betweene 
the authours of the ſedition, and the innocent people, make an horrible 
ſlaughter of the poore people, man, woman andchilde. Afterward the 
Emperour after his accuſtomed manner,” came towards the Church,

kimſdfe penitent aud ſorry, Ny (faith the Emperout) 1 will wet preſaone 
againſt the order of the Church, to enter nm by force, but I bably beſeech 
gee 81 looſe mee out of theſe bias of excommunication, aud thet they 
wt remember the mercy t"at God wſeth; and that thou wik net (but «. 
gainſt me the Gate that God opened to al that be pexitent, The Biſhop 
asked him, What Worthy repentance be had/hewed frace the time bee bad com., 
mitted that Teicked @t, 6r With Wat medicine Eee had bealed theſe moſt grievous 
Wounds * It 1s your part (faith the Emperoury ts prepare the mediciue, and 
mine ts receive and wſe it, Ar length Saint Ambroſe required there might 
be a Law ordained, that the execution of revenge ſhould not be 
done ſuddenly, but delaid, fo as it ſhould not proceed of anger, and 
the Emperour made that law. Afterward hce was releaſed of the ex+ 
communication-; and comming iato the Church, he made his prayers, 
pot handing nor kneeling, but lying flat on the-ground, pulling his 
haire, beating his brow, weeping, lamentigg. and crying with David, 
My ſoude leaveth to the pavement, quicken mee 0 Lord arcording ty thy Mord: 
and asked mercy and torgivenelic. Thus yee fee, what any Miniſter of 
the Church may dge upon the greateſt Prince, if hee will exec his 
office and the power that Chrilt giveth him. But thou wilt ſay, what 
;fthe Miniſter paſſe noc on his dugie, but be content re winke at all 
the vices of the Goyernours, be they neyer {0 wicked, ſo he may have 
a £5/hopricke, a Deanary, a Prebeniry, or a good far Benefice; arub tive un- 
puniſhed in all abomination ? Yea, and what if there be ſach (peciall 
gcudges berweene the Nobility and Commons, that the-one torr neither 
erulterh nos Joverh the other, {o as the one dare not open the necel. 
firy and meanc df (uch correction, and redrefle of rheeviH Governours 
vices. far fcare, leſt if the purpoſe come io light betore harid, che matter 
b: daſhed, and the motioner l:2pheadleſle for his labouras it is in the 
ayes often ſeen: What (hitt then? Indeed there be ceniane examples and 
parcierns 41 the holy Bible,which I will noe Gircke rorcheark, theugk 
not expound,bat wholly reterre them tothe further debating, and jndec- 
men. ofclyng owne conſcience. through the Holy Ghett, by whole pro- 
vidence they are inrolled for our learning, } 1 of 

; Wee reade. that after the Lord Ged had ſundry times delivered his 
people of [/7«dl from wicktd tyrants, with whom hee had hguet them 


tagthes wickednelle and 14olatiy : at lenggh when rn: aburakeree 
ok, wealkh and quietnefle, rhev fell to 2 certaine careleffe fecuriryol (5!

Egon, This Eglon uſed the matter fo with bribing thoſe Iſraclites, thar 
br preferment would be Traytors to their mturall Countrey , and 
pecially in bringing in a great power of Ammonites and Amalekites 
(two kinde of people in bepgerly pride and filchinefle of life, much 
like tothe common nature of Italians and Spaniards ) as well ro guard 
his perſon, asto fortifie the trong holds and munitions : that by and 
by Ring himſelfe ſtrong enough with his irangers and inborne Tray- 
tours,he Sooners the Countrey and people under his ſabjeRion by fine 
and torce, fo that he continued their ordinary Prince, and chief ruler 
eighteen yeares long, What oppreſſing of the poore > what robbing 
the rich > what taking up of Corne and V ittall tor the King and his 
frangers.and no money paid for it > what taxcs and payments the peo- 
ple were yoaked withall, what raviſhing of mens wives, daughters, 
and ſeryants, what heading and hanging of the naturall I/raelues tg 
make the Rrangers Lords and Gentlemen, what commen mileries and 
continuall calamities there were during that ſpace, no doubt it is un- 
ſpeakeable. 

But what remedy > Ne man durft make moane to his neighbour for 
feare of bewraying, none durſt once whiſper againſt the King, they 
muft bend or breake, no remedy, patience perforce, all were faine to 
ferye and pleaſe King Eglon, Bur at length they ſent (as their yeerely ac- 
cuſtomed manner was)a preſent to the King, by a witty meſſenger, cal- 
led Abud : who zaving accellego the King, ſaid, hes bad 80 ſay unto bs 
Maeſtie ſecretly from God, And when the King had commanded all his 
ſervants away, ſo that' Abud and the King were alone in his Summer 
Parlour, Abud thruſt his dagger fo hard into the Kings fat paunch, that 
there lay King Eg/on dead, and Abud fled away. 

Now, was this well done;or evill > Forſooth the deed is ſo commen- 
ded in Scripture, that the holy Ghoſt reporteth 4bud to be « Saviour of Ij.. 
ral, But note by the way, the Text faith not, that Abd was ſent of 
people to kill the King. nor that hee told them what he intended: for 

y that meanes, one lads or other would have betrayed him, and fo 
ſhoud he have been hang'd drawne or quarter'd for hig enterpriſe, and 
all his conſpirators have loft both life, lands and goods» for their confpi- 
racie ; onely the Scripture faith, that Ahud (bring 4 private perſon) Was 
ſtirred up onely by the Spent of God, , 

Likewiſe when Sa, Lieytenant Generall of King I«biws warzes, 
fleeing from Barec, fought ſuccour to hide his head, having long an- 
wn, and hurt [/reel with elſfion and warres 2 woman named el, 
called him in her houſe, and hid him under a covering, Hee thought 
himlelfe ſure, and for weariveſle dropped faſt aſleepe, @— | 

lied raketh a great long ſpiking naile, aod driverh it with a Ham= 
mer fo hard ingo his þraines, that Sys eonbled [14d ho mores nor

never told who hurt him, Mattathics being by the Kings Commiſcio. 
ners required and commanded to conforme himlelte to the Kings 
proceedings (which was ro commit Idolatry) as all his Countrey-men 
the Loves had done (an as the like cafe ftandeth.now in Enzlmd) oo 
onely refulzd ro obey King Amr commandement, or to to!! ww hie 
proceedings in that behalte, bur alſo wherrhce ſaw a !/ commir Ido. 
latry before his face hee ranne upon the I in a great 2cale, and New 
him, and fell alſo upon the ordinary Commiſgioners fent from Antio. 
<5 te ord nary Kin? of che Realme, and fl:w them out of hand Thee 
examples need no turther expoiicion, the Scripture is plane enoviph, 
But 1t neitiier ric who'ec Stare nor the Miniftcr of Cody Worq1 Would 
doe their duty. nor any © her lawtull Chift b:fore mentioned can be 
had, nor dare be attempted : yer are not the poore penple deſtitute al- 
together of remedy + buc God hath Icft unto them two weapons, bl; 
to conquicr and deltrov the greateſt Tyrant that eyer was, that I 7. 
fertance and 7 raver, kerentence tor their owne ftinnes., which provoke th 
anger and dif; leaf ire of Grd and make him to (uffer Tvrants, Warrcs, 
Fainine, Pet:.cnce and all Plagues to raigne among the people. And 
Prayer that hee will Withdara' his wrath, and ſhew his mercitu!l COUNns 
tenance, Hereof wee have not onely commandement, but alſo mani. 
feſt examples in the Scripmres, For when the Arke of God was take: 
away from the people of [/r4et by the Philiſtimes in batte!), and the glory 
of If « lyrouzhe: under foot (the people being miſerably for their hnnes 
pretled an plagued by the PLili/tims tweny yeercs long) fothat the peo- 
ple difparring of their honour and I1berty, and ſeeing no Marſhall wca- 
pon$nor helpe of man able to redrefle their (tate, cryed and continued 
1m lamenting their thraldome, and grievous condition : at length by the 
adyice and commandement of the good Prophet Samwe!, the peopl: 
teil tothele rwo meanes : Reje 8 mia and Prayer, with Feting : and the 
Lord God not onely dclivered them out ef the oppreſſion of the 7b1- 
liftons unto their former liberry, but alſo gave them fuch vicorics 
that the Phili/tiws many vyeeres after, durſt not once move warre againſt 
them. Thus was alfothe cruel! Tyrant Herod vanquiſhed. The Apoſtles 
and people in the Primitive Church, lamenting their finnes and cal- 
ling to God for mercy, the Angel of God truck Hered ficting in his 
Fixrone in his princely apparell. making an oration to the people, and 
they comending it ts be the Voyce of: God, and not of man, and fo hee wa: 
earn up of lize or WIrmer), Likewiſe, when [diem the Emperour, at 
Apoſtate had long perſecuted the Church, at length, when the people 
fell to Repentance and Prayer, hee going into Perfra, was Alaine, and 
none of the family of Conſtantine (whereof hee came) atter that was 
Emperour. Andiin like minner not long fince, when that Tyrant Duke 
George of Saxeny;perſecuted all ſuch as profefied the Word of God revi- 
ved and pulled out of Purgatorie, by che worthy inſtrument of God, 
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D, Luther * and atlefigth threatned , that he would burne and deftroy 
the Vniverſiry of VViztengherg , which when Luther heard , he went ints 
the Pul it, and exborted every man io put on bis Armow# : that 15, Kee 
potnce and Frayer, And foon after , God rid the world of thatryranc, 
ind ſo not onely delivered his Church , bat allo augmented it with an+ 
ather Univerſitie , called Lip, and all the whole Countrey of this cru« 
ell Duke was converted to Chriſts CGoſpell, 

Thele be the wondertull works of Almighty God , whoſe power is 
25 great and as ready at a ptnch,as eyer it was; and his mercy as willing 
tobe ſhewed , if his peore afflicted peopie would put on thetr Armour; 
that is, be ſorry for their 11ns, and defire him to wichdraw his (courges, 
aad to hold his mercitull hand over them, 


CHAP.VIL. 
What confidence is to be givents Princes and Potentater, 


V Hen the King of Macedonia, 4lexander the great, heard the Phi- 
lolopher dnaxagoras lay, there were many worids. the worme 
of ambition fo tickled and troubled his heart, that the water guſhed our 
of his eyes, And when he was asked , Whit made bim to Weep f have [ 
wt juſt ccca/ion to Weep ( faith he ) 868 brarmg of fo many; worlds ; I ans 
wt yet Lord of one? This worme without faile was the Devill, who 
not contented that Kings (the Miniſters of God } ſhould ſerve God 
in their yocation (to have them the ſooner tall trom God, and ferye 
11m) puttech then i11 hope they ſhall be Lords of all the world. it they 
will take him for their chiefe Lord and Soveraign.. But becaule he 
lecth the inconſtancy of Kings, that they ao longer abide by their 
oaths and promilcs , thatthey may thereby have Prone. gain » and their 
Gre, he doth not forthwith pur them in polletiion , bur to try their 
hdelity , he ſheweth them by whit mears they ſhall cometo it putring 
to their good will, help, and indultry. He doubterh not bur it lie way 
bring them once into the puddic,over the {hoos.they wiil thorow thic 
and thin . what ſocver commeth of it» to Come tO that they looked for. 
Theſe waics of the Devill proceed out of his ſchool of practifes and 
they be in a generality, two: that is. open force and ſecres ſubulty : the 
one whereof , that is , force and manhood. having, of; crycd. and moſt 
times it hath not ſucceeded after their minde , they have not ſo much 
put in uſe, but have rather truſted on the other, that 1s ſabtil'y and crd'th, 
whereby they worke a great deal more miſchict, then by open force 
and firength of men . and with lefle perill of themſelves. For when 
they go about it by force, tc Divell their Maſter is notable to warring 
them the ſaccefle, For all victory and good luccefle commenh of (ud, 
who when he ſeech the people (againtt whom the Devill and his K:3gg 


work) tall to repentance for their tins, he oyerthrowerh his and rheir 
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nemies with a fillip. as he did proud. Holifernes and : the 
= being laine by the good and Faithfull woman ta God , Wi her 
Countrey, I«dub : all his power bzing an hundredand twenty thoy- 
Gnd footmen , and twelye thouſand Archers on Horſe-back deſtroyed 
by 2 few. And theothers Army being an hundred foureſcore, and tive 
thouſand perions, was deltroyed bythe Angell of God , without the 
work of man , and he forced co flegFand at his returne home wag kil. 
Id of his own two lons, h 
Bur the other means, that is, ſubtity and cft (which the World 
calleth policy ) they more practice : and therein _ do 1o proceed, 
that within ſhort time many of them haye been Doctours : And they 
have a principle of this art , which is , thatto come by a Kingdom, to 
come by that they defire , thev may break all mens laws , all oaths , all 
promuiles , yea the laws of God and honefty. This art of /ubrilty of 
Princes (otherwiſe called policy) confilteth chiefly in this , for a men to 
appeare outWardly that be 15 nt mwardly : to ſay one thing with the nauth, 
«nd thinke anotber in the bras : to ſinile upon bim , Whoſe throct be would 
gladly ſee cut : aud ſo pretend to the eye all amity, benevolence , and love, 
Where they beare greateſt hatred, envie, and malice, tifl convenient time 
way be had With leaſt danger, to execate their conceived miſchief, And 
becauſe they be not able alone to do their feats, looke where they 
can madeinnd of any of their nature , them they retaine, to them 
give they great cnains of Gold , feed them with great penſions and 
fees promiſed. And yet they be not ignorant , that ſuch yile men 
( as will for money betray their owne Countrey , and ſerve their 
wicked purpoſes) are like unto common Souldicrs, and Launce 
Knights, who ſerve him that giveth a penny more :- and will, 
when 4 may haye greater bribes of another , foon buy and (ell 
their preſent Maſter. For how is it poſlible for any man ts think, 
thathe whom he hath corrupted with rewards to ſerve his purpoſe , 
will or. can- be faithfull:ohim that is a tranger , that fo well know. 
eth what they be , and findeth them falſe to their native Coun- 
wey : inthe defence whereof all honeſt men be bound, and be con- 
tent to beſtow their life, their bloud , their goods, and whatſoever 
they have? Do not Princes uſe traytours, as men uſe Coloquints, 
Turbicth Elleborum , and ſuch like poiſons? that is, to ſerve their 
purpoſe, when they tave neede of them, and after cannot abide 


n_ fight, no, not their favour » but caſt them out on the dung- 
118: 

Yes doubtlefle, it is moſt certaine. When one had berrayed into 
Ceſars hands cenaine Towns: V Vhat faid Ceſar > I love treaſon, (faich 
he) but treytours 1 do abbor, So faid alfo King Antigonus , I love traytors 
( faith he ) Whil# gbey betray , but when they bave betrayed , and ſerved 
wy purpoſe, I utterly bate and abber them, 
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Auganus the Emperour having long beheged the City of Tie i 2 
i , Mi being without hope to get it by force , praftited with one 
Headeo (a great rich man, and Citizen of the City , then being inthe 
City) to betray the Ciry to him. 

This Herscies fearing lett it the City ſhould be won by force, he 
ſhould allo lole his riches , and heping of great gain by this bargain, 
conſ-nted rothe E mperour, and hat he required, The Emperour 
25 {00n as he care into the City, cauſed this traytour Heracleo to be 
killed (albeit he had done alone that for the Emperour , that all the 
Emperours power wagnot able to obtain for him) becauſe he could 
not abide his ſight , that had betrayed his Countrey , the deed was fo 
horrible , and againtt nature, Yer becauſe he would not feemto have 
done it for deſire of his riches, he gave itto his children, whom he 
preleryed. And writing to his friend the matter as it was done, ſhew- 
eh that he could nor love nor abide Traytours, nor that he could 
keep promiſe with ſuch as ſhould not be faichtull and loving to their 
Countrey, Ic is written of one called C:canus King in 54jerkmmd jn 
Germany , that he inyaded a Countrey ſometime called Carnie, now cal. 
led Frtvly in [taly , and other places belonging to the Venecians, with ' 
agreat power : and atthe firſt meeting of him and the enemics , he 0- 
yercame and killed one Gifulfns a Lombard , Duke of that Countrey, 
Afcer that he befieged a City, wherein Romilda the Dukes wite was. 

She deſiring to ſee this King , what manner of man he was, needed 
not to haye hus 1mage pourtraid unto ter, but looked oyer the Walls 
adyiſedly upon him. When ſhe faw he was a goodly and faire perion. 
the was by and by in love with him. She wiſheth, that ſhe might feel 
dim enter into her own hold. Meat nor drinke could do her no good, 
ſhe could not fleep, ſhe fobbeth, ſhe houleth , (he ſwoundeth, ſhe tea 
reth her haire, and is more then halfe mad, for lack of her Juft, 

To be ſhort, contrary to a!l honefty, and womanly ſhamefaſineſſe, 
ſhe wooeth him to be her husband : and having no regard of the loye 
that every hoaeſt creature ought to beare to his a + the pro- 
miſcth to give him, City, Countrey, jewel, goods, and whatſoever ſhe 
could poll of ber ſubjects, and make for him , ſo that he would n_ 
her, The King lacking no wit (or at leaft wanting no witty counſel 
and knowing what perill might chance unto him , if he ſhould ſeek to 
win it by force, taketh the offer. 

And according to his promiſe he married her , and one night tooke 
pines to ſhake up her lecherous rotten ribs. In the next morning 
ke leaveth his Chamber, ind her Gates open free to every man : 
and ( as fome, God give them grace to repent in time , did to the 
wicked woman of Feverſheam in Kent, that not long fince killed her 
hugband) he gave eycry man liberty that would , to oftex his deyction 
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So at Icnath, when he thought her tired, and her upſatiable luſt or. 
what ftanched (tor by like i: would neyer have been tully glutred ) he 
caulcd her ro be thruſt on a (take naked , that all men might ſee thoſe 
ugly parts, which to fatishic , ſhe was content to betray her naturz!! 
Countrey : and that ic ſhould be au example to all others . totake heed 
to do the like, he cauſcth the whole City to be clean overthrown. 

This may ye ſce, that Kings ſpare neither male nor female , pre:it not 
{mall, that for any reſpect betray their owne naturall Countrey : he. 
cauſe they know, thole can never be taithitull co ftrangers , that be talle 
totheir Parent, their Countrey, And would ro God they were as car- 
neltly (ct to abttaine trom doing cy1ll, as in theſe examples they hays 
becn ready todo juſtice, 

But what ſhall we needto bring forth examples of prattifers, of 
trance and tar Countries, when every man may finde plenty in his 
own > To what purpole ſhall itbe, to alleadpe thofe of a great many 
years palt, when the: c be plenty every day frefth to be found > Onely 
to let men {ee by compariſon of the old with the new, and che new with 
the old , the preſent with the paſt, and the paſt with the preſent , that 
tie Divell hath alwayes beeni,s,and (hail be the Devill:and tuch tetches 
as he hath uſed , ſuch he doth and will uſe, And that his qifciples, as 
they never torgetthe principles of their ſcience, fo have they at length 
their maſters reward, worthy their deſerts 

W hen Wiwzhfley, /rioad and Seuthwell , conſpired with the ambiri- 
ous and ſubtle Alabtiives of Enoland, the Earle of WarWick ( atterward 
Duke of Northumberland) to pull the good Duke of Some: /et, K. EdWards 
V ncle. and Protector out of hi$authority, and by forging a great many 
of talle lerrers and lics, to make the Protector hated , brought to paſſe 
LVaiWicks purpoſe : who then for a while , but they three > Wriot/ſdr) 
that betore v. as baniſhed the Court, is lodged with his wife and fon 
nexttothe King. Every man repaireth to Wrioth/ky , honourcth WWr1- 
ebjley , faith unto W1108%[iry ( as the Aﬀfirians did to Hammen) and all 
tiings be done by his advice: and who but Witt [ley > Arundell is 
promiſed to be next tothe King . (room of his Stool , or Controuler 
of his Hole at the leaſt. SoutYvell (for his wkisking and double dilis 
gence) mult bc a great Counſellor in any wiſe. Burt what was the end ? 
The Earl as crafty asthe beſt ( ſeeing that his defixe ſhortld no: take 
place, if theſe men might have that they hoped for ) ſo handleth the 
matter , that 111: 8-//zy 18 faine in the night to get him our of the Court 
tob's own houſe : whereupon narrow examination, fearing left he 
ſhou'd come to fome open thametull end, he either poiſoned hims 
(elte, or pincd away for thought 

yJouth/well zs commuted to the Fleet , where being examined he con- 
fled enough to be hanged tor , and had gone very neare it . had rt 
his examiners upon hope of his amendment, breaking out of his cye, 


bur 


but not out of his heart, obtained the Earles favour. And x: the Earles 
ſuite, {rw14et hath his head with the Axe,divided trom his ſhouldets. 

And now atlength was P. the Maſter of prattifes handicd, that will 
have one part in every Pagent. it hee may by praying or paying. put 
in hus foot : But before I proceed to ſpeake ot this Maſter of practilcs 
i: ſhall not be amiſſe.that I tell you fomew hat of his Maſter the Doctor 
of practiſes. For albeit this Doctor be now (but too late) througbly 
knowne, yet it (hall be requiine.that our poſteritie know what hee was, 
and by his difcription ſee, how na ure had ſhaped the outward parts, 
tm dcclare what was within, This Dottor had a {wart colour.or hang. 
ing looke frowning, browes,eycs an inch within the head a noſe hooked 
l:ke a Buflard, 'wide nottiils like a Horle. ever ſnuſhng intothe wind, 
2 ſparrow mouth, great paws 1;ke the divell, tallonts on hig feet like a 
Grips, rwo inches longer then the nawurall tocs, and fo tied to with 
ſneves, that he could not abideto be touched, nor fcarce fufter them 
to touch the ltones. 

And nature having thus ſhaped the forme of an outward monſter, it 
cave him a vengeable wit, which at Cambridge, by labour and diligence 
he had made a great deale worle.,and brought up many in that faculty : 
Wriithſley, Germatae, Garainer, (whom he caulicd ſpeedily to be hanged, 
ſelt hee ſhould have too much diſcloſed his Matters art) and among 
many other, this Maſter or Proctor of practiſes, when wee are nov 
entred'ta ſpeake of. 

This Door to give ſome fignification of his nature and cunning 
to corae alofe, that hee might doe the more miſchicte, berrayeth his 

(alter, Cardinall Wolſey : and more then any other, laboureth the di- 
vorce between King Henry & the Dowager. Ani by and by he earnc(t- 
ly ſought to have rid in the Kings boots : worle could not content him, 
But when hee aw that would not be, and confidered it better ro have 
ſtore,then on2 only paire (for fo perchance hee might have found them 
ſometimes not all cleane when hee ſhould have uſed them, and alfo ir 
ſhould be a let to bring to paſſe that he purpoled) he changeth his pur- 
pole; and becauſe none ſhould remember his praftiſes before, nor ſuſ.. 

*I the reſt to come. he ſhayeth his crowne as broad as a ſawcer, and 
Cecketh himſelfe with a white ſmnocke, like a Porter of the Stulyard, Bur 
what needeth ſuch circumlocution, when every body knoweth this 
Door of pratiles was called, D.S:eph.Ga1 diner ? After thizhis luck was 
to be commirted to the Tower, when Tibwne had becn a place more wor. 
thy his deſerts. His ſcholler, the Maſter or Proctor of prattifes, re. 
membring how much he had proſpered by the means of the Doftor,and 
bending his diſpeſition to make thankfull requirall ——_ of his re- 
ceived benefits, pu:teth the Doctor in memory of an old leflon hee had 
taught him : that is, to g1v®© backe two foot with the Nam, that he might 


win the third. But whether this D. Gardiner was offended with his 
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ſcholler the protector, for his over-ranck pratiſing, or how it hapened, 
I cannot tell, I am ſure that in this one, hee anſwered honeſtly : ler my 
{choller goe on as he hath begun (faith hee) for Gerdiner cannor play the 
Knave fo. Words of Gardiner : but he was net unsKilPd (I fay) inthe arr 
of pratiſes, No indeed, he was excellent in that feat.as it well appeared: 
For when he had wrought and made ſure the great marriage, to ayoid 
the hatred of the people, hee made his ſcholler to father it, and to haye 
the outward thanks; and no maryell of his cunning, for hee was his 
Maftcr and had ſtudied longer the art then the Projettor,and had a bet- 
ter wit, and {pen: yeerely the halfe of his Biſhopricke in bribing, or cl& 
hee had loſt his head long before : for his reaſons were not altogether 
unknowne, albeit they were covered and hid. 

But what doth this Maſtes or Proftor m__ iſes > Doth he net dil. 
ſemble with the Earle of Warwicke, ferveth his turne in all that his wits 
would ferye > But what at length becommeth of our praiſing P,> He 
is committed ro ward, his Garter with ſhame pu!led from his legge, his 
Robe from his backe, his Coat Armour pulled downe, ſpurned out of 
Windſor Church, trod under foot, and hee himlelte at length with great 
favour obtaineth. that hee might redeeme the reſt of his corporall paines 
with open confef5ion at the Barre in the Starre-chamber on his knees, 
of his br bery, extortion diſsimulation, ambition. robbing of the King, 
and ſuch like vertucs, whereby he became Noble, 

If wee mindcd 1n this place to difplay the packing and actiſing of 
the Nobilitic and Counſell of Fngland, in the ficknefle, nndee the death 
of King EFdWwardthe fourth, for the preten(ed placing of the Lady lane in 
the regall ſeat, and their ſudden ſlipping the coller, and deceiving of one 
another : it were mattex enough to teach men,how little confidence and 
eruſt ought to be given, either to the ſmooth countenances faire words, 
confident promiſes, bloody earhes, or ſwearing upon the holy Euange- 
lifts, cicher yer in the letters and hand. writings of rhe P rinces and Po- 
rentares of the world. They that were ſworne chiefe of counſell with 
the Lady Ine, and cauſed rhe _ to be proclaimed a baſtard through 
all Fnland and Ireland : and they that were the ſoreft forcers of men (yea, 

under the threatened paines of Treaſon) to ſweare and ſubſcribe unto 
their mop bewrayed the matter themſelves under hand by their 
wives. and other ſecret ſhifts, avd afterward became Counſellours ( 1 
will not ſay procurers) of the innocent Lady [avrs death : and at this 
preſent are in the higheſt authority in the " a——— and the chic- 
teſt officers and doers in the Common- wealth. 

And ſome of them that wrote moſt earneſtly to a certaine ancieut 
Lord of the Realme (among, many other, in the favour of the Lady Lane, 
be baſtarding and railing upon the Queene. were nx afhamed within 
few dayes after (when rhe ſame Lord was locked up in the Tower. for 
his conſtant, although conſtrained obedience to the common order of 
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"WCrAfe1l), to be hi hoſt ſtrange and rough examiners on the con. 
"Thary part, 2s" Mough they themlelves had never halted in the tnatrer. 

4 I'know theſe pratifers anſwer : that if they had not uſcd that 
practice, they ſhoy not, only have Rood in bazard themſelves, but 
allo fail:d of their ptiyie purpoſe, Well, In the meane time ir is enough 
to know, hat a man may not truft hor believe them, neither by thei: 
"words, oathes, or hand. wricings, further then hee ſeeth and hearet!) 
them, and ſcarcely fo farre. 

And, I pray you, hath not the Realme good cauſe to thanke and revſt 

"the Prtentates, Prelates and Pailiament men, tor ban:ſhwg the f:cred 
Teſtament "and Golpell of God. with the fincere adininiſtration of his 
holy Sacraments, and for bringing the divelliſh power of the Kim 
Jntlcbri't into Fng/and againe, with his miſerable 4a//e. and all Pe 1 
{lavery > By the which they have not onely broken their oath and loy- 
ay to God, andcothe Imperiall Crowne of *n-{nd, pulling eternall 
condemnation upon therglclyes, and provoking the heavie hand of 
Gods wrath and plague upon their feed, and npon the whole Realme, in 
compelling the people to finne, by falling from the true ſeryice ofthe 
living God, into moſt wicked ſuperſtition and Idolarry (alas there- 
fore} buralfo have beene, and are guilty of the innocent blood of fiindry 
Excellent arid moſt godly learned men,and of many crher crue Chriſti. 
4n nacutall Fol -men and women. 

Thele praRtices need no 7ainter, the memory and fight thereof is not 
bnely cyident in mens eyes (to their hearts forrow bur alſo raw in 
their tomacks, and not calic to be digeſted. God be miercifull urito 
miſerable ®nglnd, 4

alot. He aſſurech her. that whatſoever ſhe thould will him, ſhould be 
done. yea, he would doe more then ſhe ſhould require him. 

Comming over, he bruted (that he liked not the State in Fnglaxd 
for hc is one of them that hangeth now on prophecies (but on 2 wrong 
thing) aad theretore would be out of the way in the heat of the mad 
Monet; ot Mey and pretendeth to come to the baines to Ac4n, But in. 
deed his intent wasto lee, it he could practice with ſome of the Duke 
of (leves men, to betray the p>ore Dutcheſle of Suff oke, and fore of the 
Fnel Congregation at W+/e!', that hee (to performe his promiſe.) 
might preſent them to the Qu-rene. But when he ſaw his purpole failed 
(God having better provided for his Dutcheſle, to keepe ber trom 
['raytours hands) he commeth not to the baines, he needed them not 
atthattime. But then hee cauſed Carew and Cheke (whom Meaſn had 
prepared ready to ſerve his turne)co be taken and carried away as before 
vec have heard. And at tis returne, had great thanks, and the Queenes 
tavour increaſed toward him. Burhis juft reward yer 1s not come. le: 
him not looke to ſpecd any better then eracleo, it he continue Tude (ill, 
I would wiſh, he would in time become a Peter, F truſt hee is not fo 
farre pait, but he may be prayed tor. He is my good Lord, and Maou 
once my grea: friend. and necre neighbour, T wiſh them both well. 
Thus yee fee the finall fucceſle aud reward of Traytors : wherefore it 
1$ to be wondered, that ſach prattifers which worke fo much miſchief 
tor others, cannot take heed of the evill that is towards themſelves. Burt 
Gods Word mult be verincd of the wicked ; Febald, the wicked travelleth 
with miſchicfe (la ith the voortity Prophet and King. David, a man of great 
experience) He bath c nceived wnhabpintſJe, ani brought forth « lie ; bee bath 
graven and dis ged wp 4 pid, but be hcl fail banſelfe into the pitf that bee "ath 
made : For the miſthicte toet be mindetb to others, ſhall come on hrs ane bead, 
end bis Wickedne/je [hall fall on bus one pete. 

But for as much as all rtheſc fe:ches and pradtices be onely made 
4nd laid ro deccive thoſe that be honeſt, faithfull. true, and naturallto 
their Countrey : it is requihnte to treate how they may be avoyded. De- 
ceit would not be knocked out with deceit, if it might fo be, butho- 
neft men ſhould alwaies. and at all times, deale plainly and honeſtly ; 
And therefore, the honeſteft mean before things be done, is tobe wiſe 
and circumſpett ; and to foreſee the end, what miſchiefe may foilow, 
before they ſy ſuddenly, raſhly, and unadviſedly conſent ro any thing. 
To uſe ſuch honeſt wifdome and fore-(ight, is permicted both by Geds 
Word and nature. Yea, Gods Word and axture command honeſt men 
to uſe it : Por thoſe things that can bus once be done. and where- 
an lo great weight hangeth, ougtit to be well done. Therefore ment 


ought 


»« to give credit to faire words, promiſes, «nd great 
(for theſe are the inftrumenss to Ana 4 the honeſt and well- 
meaning) but the fairer the words be, the larger the promiſes, and the 
greater the oathes, the more to lulpect. For godly and honeſt things 
may be well enough done without painted and ſmooth words, faite 
promiſes and oathes, There ought to be ſuch cqualitic 1a doing of 
things, that ſuch deceits need not, Onely fubtilry and craft'deviſed 
long writings, great promiſes, and ow ſolemne ceremonies, When 
the great marriage was treated in the Privie Councell, and fogreac 
promiſes made, the old Duke of N7rf-khe (aid; they were golden words, 
but howv (hail they be performed, ſaid hee? Afterward when it was 
propoundcd to the Lords im Parliament to be ratified, the Lord Wind. 
for wn l:ke manner asked who fhould be ſurety for the perfarmiance 
thereof, and who ſhould fue the forfeit? Neither of them lacked 
wiledome and torelight, to fe that under painted paper, muth miſ- 
chiefe was hid. Leng experience had taught it the Duke, being 
long trained in Princes prattiles; and nature ſuffered not the other 
Lord cobe utterly void of it. But buth of them lacked that courage, 
magnanimitic and tortirude. that ought to be in Noblemen, Bur 
it might be, that they had it, but durſt not utrer it, partly for that the 
oge was in hope to recover that hee had a time lacked ; and the 
other for feare to loſe that hee had ; but chiefly (as it may be gathered) 
becauſe they ſaw their Peeres mouthes Ropped Bur let them be fure, 
all will not ſerve, if praftifery parts may take place, For ſuch things 
will be altogether overthrowne, or not meddled with ; for at length 
leaſt let will be called ro memory, they may be ſure. And becauſe 
publique matters of a Realme, that concerne all and eycry mans lite, 
wite, children lands, goody. an whatſoever cannot be treated upon b 
all men, but ail mult pur cheir trult in a few ; men ought to be wi) 
and circumfpet whom they trutt For there be too many that paſſe 
not what become of their neighbours, fo they may proſper them- 
lelyes; wha: become of the whole Realme, fo their owne families ma 
Rand till, He that makerh (ure to be a Deputy for a multitude, emer 
we tor his owne yain-glory or profic. Thoſe that ſend letters, not co 
chule this man but to chuſe ſich a man ; have im their heads more then 
the univerſall wealth of all. Hee that bripgetrh letters to be preferred, 
meaneth noc the benefit of them that be would ſerve, Hee that giveth 
money, and maketh great feafis, thinketh ſome other fetch, then the 
frvice of his neighbours. Hee that refuſeth or releafeth hig ordinary 
wages. looketh for tome greater extraordinary reward. He that is al. 
wayes, or oft at Princes platters, or in practilers palaces, Cannot long 
continue the peoples true proftour. And therefore in Venice (as they 
write) none of the Senate and officers, upon paine of his head, dare 
talke priyatchy with another, nor take I fees of any Co__ 
- 2 Tice, 
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Prince, For-they.are a yr 
"bectie fo often Fete by ilers +1 their ownee 
Lo all wiſe men and honeſt men ſhould learne;indby ti han: 
& Princes promiſes, and withttand pratifers doings and thn. 
ieve one word that they ſay, be it never {o:gemle : | Hot "Fer! thibir 
deeds, whatloever ſhine or pretence of love chey declare. Such a 
Realme as England is, is well gotten howfoever ivis | gontn, But 
that art a true Engli/bman, ering the fetches and falſhovd of theſe —_ 
and kich other as they be, looke in t:me to thy ſelfe, and tothe Yate 
of thy naturall Countrey, and cruft not unto them, though they ute 
never ſo much flcering, though they ſpeake never fo faire, and cheugh 
they give thee their hand-writing. Be rhou Prome:bexs, and not Epvne. 
"the. Remember that our Countrey-man' Adam Afrerwit hath '2 grea 
While beene the Lord forevits foole, Be taugh: therefore in time befvie

But it is here to be raken tor the minitftery and authority, 
that a)l officers of juſtice doexecure: and fo it may appeareby Chrifts 
vuwne words, where he kaiths 7 be X 1499 of the I anions role #ver them and 
th[e that exerciſe autbority or power be called grations Fentfatours wr vel dorrs. 
For as all men and wornen that feera to Ive togerher in the holy ordi. 
nance of Matrimony, be not man and wife, for it may be, that the man 
hath another wife living 07 the wite another hul band,or that theycarae 
no tether for the love of (5-24 onely , and to avoid fin, but for fenſa- 
aliry , andro get riches , and © the ordinance it felfe- 1s onerhing, anc! 
the perſons, that is the man and woman another:even fo is tke poltticke 
power or withority, being the ordinance and good grit of Cod, one 
thing and the perſon that execmeth the ſame(be he King or Emperovr) 
another thing. T he ordinance being godly, d&e man may beevill; and 
not of God,nor come therto by God.as the Prophet V/er (airch: They have 
made them a I ing 75 not throago mega Princes not throagh my counſel of 11! 
Neither is chat power and authority which Kings, Princes and other 
minifters of juſtice exerciſe, only called a powertburtallorthe anchoricy 
that parents have over their children, and Maſters over theit tervants, is 
alG called a power:and neither be the parenrs nor Mmfters the power.jt 
ſe!t bur they be miniſters and executours of the power, berrg, given tity 
them by God: which alto $.7aw m another place platmlyſhewerh, fy. 
ing to T 19s; Warne then to be ſubje:t tothe Prexcipalitics and powers, Which 
tome interpret , 7 rimces and powers, to make adiftintion between the 
Miniſter and the miniſtery. And « followeth:ts obey thr officers fo thar al- 
waiecs the ditterence may be perceived, So then, it by this word(Sowl)is 
meantevery perſon {pirituall and temporall , man and woman: and by 
this word ( 7 over) the authority that Kings and Princes execute , 
then cannot IX ings and Trinces but be comeined under this gene- 
rall word (S»ut) as well as others. And they beihg 'burt execulsts 
of Gods Laws, and mens jn{t ordinances , but allo not exempred 
from them , but be bound to be ſubjett and abedient unto them, 
For good and jult laws of man be Gods power and ordinances. and 
they are but Miniſters of the laws. and not the laws i felfe. And if they 
were ex:imp: trom che laws, and 1o it were Izwtull for them to do wha: 
them luketh their auchority being of God, it might be ſaid,that God al- 
lowed their tyranny cob:ry of their ſubjects killing them withour law, 
and ſo God the author of evill: which were agreat blaſphemy, [tie 
«an the Empzrour well confiderd when he made this ſaving to be pat in- 


to the body of the Laws. Ic is a worthy ſaying(faith he)for theMajety of 


him that 15 in authority,to conteſle that the? rimce is ſubjeRt rothe Irws, 
the authority of the Prince doth to much depend on the a1rhorny of the 
laws, And certainly it is more honour then the honour ofthe Empireto 
{ubm if 
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{ub micthe Principality unto the laws. For indeed laws be mace,chat the 
wiltul telt- will of men ſhould notrulcsbur that they ſhould haves line 
to lead them, as they might not go out of the way of juſtice: and that (if 
any would fay they did then wrong )they might aleage the law for theis 
warrant and authority.It is alſo a principle otall laws grounded on the 
law of nature, that every man (hould ute himfelt and be obedient tothat 
law that he wil o hers be bound unto. For otherwite he takethaway that 
£qaliry (torthere is no difference between the head and foot, coricer- 
ning the ule and benefit of the laws) wherbyCommonwealths be main. 
tained and kept up, What equatity T beſcech you )ſhould there be, wher 
che $SubjeRt ſhould do rota Ruler 2b the Ruler wonld : and che Ruker 
to the ſubjett , thar (ze Ruler luſteth ? The good Emperour Zrejanus 
(whom for his juſt behaviour theSenate of Rome took to be a god )being 
in poiletlion of iwgofhice,aud minding w (hewyghache was no ordained 
to be atyrang;.but tofee the pepple well governed,and thatalbeir he Was 
the Minifter of the laws, yct was he tubyect to the laws, took a {word, 
and gave it to the Captain of che Horiemen, and laid: Zoke thu ſword, w/e 
_ me againſt mine enemies in juſt cauſes : and if [my ſelfe do nat juſtly ufe tt, 

-n uſe it agamſt me. zalexcb the ruler and maker of laws tothe Locres, 
when be made this law,vhat an ad vouteror thoukd be pundhed-wich che 
loſle of both his eycs,and his lon had offengdeviihe lame.albei che people 
made great iatercelhion that his pains might be pardoned him, he would 
not conſent unto it,but pulled out one of his ſons eyes,to tultill and keep 
the law, he ſuffred one of his one cyes allo to be pulled out, 

But thou wilt ſay: What have we w do with Erbuicki? why ſhould we 
be ordered by Ethnus doings? Ianſwer , that when Etbnichy do by na» 
rureahat thou art bound. allo to do natenely by nature, but by the laws 
of God and man, ſuch E:buiks ſhall riſe inthe univerſall judgement, to 
accule thee, and work thy condemnation. The Biſhop of Komes laws 
(which albeit he uſe not in himſclt, yet will he have them practiſed in 0- 
Shers) fay thus: It is requiſute and juſt, thet a Prince obey bu4Wn laws. For then 
may he l#ok that others ſhall keep bus ls'vs, when be Limſuye bath them in, bonenr , 
Inſtice will, tha Princes be ebedjitnt-avd bannd to their «vn lawns, end that they 
cannot ia their own doings 6endeuine theſe laws which they preſiribe unte others, 
Toe authority of their ſaying is juſt and radifferent , if that they ſuff or w# ther. 
ſelvst» d» that they probibite wats their people, Tis faich the Biſhop Rome's 
law. And upon this principle after , 11 the great genera}l Couaſell of 
Lateran, which P ope ſmocent the thied held ; iromay fcem , it was: or- 
dained and deerecd (as they (ay ).thar when Kings and Progces that 20- 
knowledge no Superionr, ſhoukd/fall our among themſelves, or ſhould 
miſuſe their power and authority over their ſabjeRs,that then the mat- 
ter ſhould be heard and correſted by the Bribop of Rome, 

But here it may be asked, who did this juſtice oa Kings and Princes 
before that time, {ich Kt was but encometinatts Bn Rome? 
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To ther at chis thine we (hall net need to an{wer, for that we do net ſeek 

etly to know who {hould be judge,but anely to declare and prove, 
that Kings & Princes ought,both by Gods law,the law of nature, mans 
law, and good mo obedient and ſubject to the politive laws of 
their Countrey, and may not breake them , and that they be notexempt 
from them, aor may diſpence with them, unleflc the makers ot the lays 
give them expreſle authority fo to do. 

Who ſhall be the Kings ] udges hereafter thou (halt heare, 


CHAP. IV. 
In what thing :, and how ſar ſubjefts arc bound to obey their Prevces 


Governesrs. 


$ the body of man is knit and kept rogether in due proportiog by 
linews,{o 1s everyCommon-wealth kept & maintained in gpod 
order by obcedience.But as if the finews be too much racked and ſtrech.. 
ed out , or tee much ſhrinked together , it breedeth wonderfull paines 
and deformity in mans body: fo it obedience be too much or too little 
in a Common-wealth, i: cauſcth much cy'1l and diforder.For too much 
maketh the Governors to forget their vocation,and to uſurp upon their 
ſubjeRs: too little breederh a licentious !1berty , and makerh the people 
to forget their duty. And fo both waics the Common-wealth groweth 
out of order,and at lenyth commeth to havock aud utrer de{truttion. 

Some there be that will have too little obedience, as the Anabaptifts: 
For they becauſe they heare ofa Chriſtian liberty, would have all peli- 
tike power taken away: and ſo indeed no obedience. 

Others (as the Engliſh Papifts ) rack and ftretch out obedience too 
much, and will needs have civill power obeyed in all things , and that 
whatſoeyer it commandeth, withour reſpeRt it ought and muſt be dane, 
But beth ofthem be in great errors. For the Anabaptiſts miſtake Chrj. 
tian liberty,thinking that men may live without 1n.and forget the fa 
of man, wherby he was brought into ſuch miſery, that he is go more a- 
ble to rule himſelfe ; then one Beaſt is able ro rule another : and that 
therefore God ordained ciyill power (his miniſter )tro rule him, and to 
call him backe, whenſoever be ſhould paſſe the limits of his duty, and 
would that an obedience ſhould be given unto him, 

- And the Papifts neither conſider the degrees of powers,not oyer What 
things civill power hath authority,nor yet how far Subjefts ought to o- 
bey their Governours, And this do not for lack of knowledec,bir 
of afpiricuall malice, becaulc it maketh againſt cheir purpoſe , that the 
cruth ſhould be diſcloſed. 

If any Chriftian/Prince ſhould $0 about to redrefle the abuſes ofthe 

Sacraments in and deyiſed by the Papiſts to maintaine their 
Kingdom)to correft their abominable life, heir whoredome, bugoery, 


drun- 
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drunkennefie, pride, andduch like vices ; then is he another 02345, ano- 
ther O/«, an « yon op a Schiſmatique, curſed trem topto toe, with 
Booke, Bell, and Candle, as blacke as a pot (fide : no obedience of the Sub- 
jets ought to be given to him. Bur ithee be contented to winke attheir 
abominations,to rug with them,to diſhonour God,to commit Idolatry, 
to kill the rrue Miniſters and Conteffors of Chriſt, to deftroy the poore 
Innocents which abhorre the Papiſts wicked yices,and be defirous that 
Gods Kingdom ſhould be promated,that is,be anothex Ezerbics,a loſes, 
a Catholique Prince, a deare Sogne of the Church, the Protector of the 
Church, the Defendor of the Faith, the Folterour of the Church; a 
Confeſſor while hee liveth. after his death a Saint (yea, a SaineDivell) 
Canonized with Or« pro nebis : when Beelzebub dauncerh at his Dirge. 

Such a one (lay they) muſthbe obeyed in all things, none ray ſpeake 
againſt his proceedings, for he that rehſteth the Ordinance of (50d, and 
he that refiſteth, purchaſeth to himſelte damnation : as chough to leave 
evill undon, and to doe goody were to refift the powet, And herealſo 
they wring, this laying of Shine Peter (Servants obey your Maſters, TW, 
they be froward and nag to free SubjeRs under a King : as if bond- 
men and ftee-men were all one, and Kings and bond- mens Lords had 
like authority. So with violent wringing, and falſe applying of Gods 
healch-giving W ord,Caidb<s and Hered rid cheeke by cheek, and walk'd 
arme in arme, with both the ſwords and the Croſle before them. Friend 
to the one, friend to both : and he that is an-Heretique with Caiphes,muft 
be a traytor to Herod, 

Thus they goe about to bleare mens eyes, toconfirmeand increaſe 
their divelliſh kingdome. But Popiſh Prelates practiſes are no warrant 
to diſcharge a Chriſtian mans conſcience. Hemult ſeek what God will 
have him doe, and not what the ſubtilty and violence of wicked men 
will force him to do. He may not rob Peter to cloath Paul, not take from 
Cod his due to give it unto c1yill power ; neither may hee make Tonfu- 
hon of the powers, but yeeld unto every one that is his due, nor yetobey. 
Ing the interiours commandement, leave the Commanderment of the 
Higheſt undone. Teeld unto Ceſar, thoſe things that be Ceſars(faicth Chriſt) 
and unto God, thoſe things thet be Gods, Civill power is a power and Or- 
dinance of God, appointed to certaine things, but no generall Miniſter 
over all things. God hath notgiven it power over the one, and the beſt 
part of man, that is, the toule and conſcience of man, but onely over the 
other,and the wor(t part of man, that is, the body, and thoſe things that 
belong unto this temporall life of man. 

| And yet over that part with the appurtenances, hath he not onely not 

yen man the whole yon and (tripped himfelfe quite of all the au- 

thority, but alſo be hath reſeryed to himſelfe the power thereof, For we 

reade.that when civill power(his Mmiſter)hath been nexligens in doing 
at 


his duty, or winked at the eyill life of the-people, God hath not —_— 
i$ 


his hahd, but hath whipped and plagued ſuch people, as hee did the Sos. 
mites, Gomortans, and divers times the lewes. 

And in our dayes his hand is not ſhortaed, but he hath,and daily doth 
lague Blaſphemers, Whoremongers, D runkards, Murtherers, Thieves, 

Traycors, yrants, ſuch as in mans hght no man durſt, or art the leaft 
would touch : ſome with incurable plagues of their body, ſome with 
loſſe of their children, ſome with loſſe of their goods, and ſome with 
ſhameful! dearhs. 
” Andecontrariwiſe, when the worldly powers have violently, tyran- 
nouſly, over ſharply, and wrongfully opprefled and condemned inno- 
cents, God (to teſ{tifie that hee hath alſo power of the body) hath many 
times inallages mightily and miraculouſly delivered his people from 
the power of Tyrants : as the [/rarlites from Pharaoh, Mordechers from 
Hamon, Suſaune from the lecherous ] udges; Shadrach, Meſach and Abed- 
mego, from the burning Oven : Damel from the Lions Den ; Peter from 
erod ; and infinite other examples wee have in Scriptures and Hiſte- 
ries. And the like have not wanted in our dayes alſo, if wee will advi- 
ſedly confider the condirion and Rate of our time : So that wer ſee God 
to be the Supreme power of the whole man, as well to puniſh as to de- 
liverat his owne will. 

God is the higheſt power, yea, the power of powers, from him is de- 
rived all power. All people be his ſervants, made to ferye and glorific 
him. All other powers are but his Miniſters, ſet to oyer-ſee that every 
one behave himlſelfe as hee ought, toward God, and to doe thoſe things 
that hee is juſtly commanded ro doe by God, 

Whatſoever God commandeth man to doe, he ought not to confider 
the mater, but ſtraight to obey the Commander : For we are fare, what 
he commandeth is juſt and right; for from him that is »Jtogether juſt 
and right, 10 injuſtice nor wrong can come. 

So did Avrabam, when contrary to that» ſcemed to be right. and juft 
(yea, contrary to- Gods generall Commandement) hee made himlelfe 
ready to killand offer in ſacrifice his onely promiſed fonn- [/azs, accor- 
ding to Gods {peciall Commandement. So did alſo the Children of 1/- 
rael, contrary to the generall Commandement (Thou ſholt not ſtea'e) rob. 
and ſpoile the Fpy/tians, by Gods fpeciall Commandement. And fo did 
Phincas, who albtit hee were no Magiftrate, yet of a great zeale by the 
inward motion of Geds Spirit, thraft his ſword thorow thoſe ewo 
whom he found commitnting whoredome. 

But contrary, jn mans commandements, men ought to conſider the 
matter. and wot the mat. For all men whatſoever, Miniftery or Voca- 
tion they exerciſe, are but men, and fo may erre. Wee {ce Countels 
againſt Councels, Parliaments againſt Parliaments, Commandemen: 
zpainſt Commandement, this day one thing, to morrow-another, Ir is 
not the mans warrant that can diſcharge thee, but it is rhe caiog ir = 
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that mult jaſtific thee. Ir is the mater that will accuſe thee, 'nud defend 
thee ; acquit thee, and candemne thee : when thou ſhalt come before 
the Throne of the Higheſt, and everlaſting power, where no tem- 
rall power will appeaxe for thee, tw-make anſwer. or to defend 
ow : but thou thy felfe nut an{wer for thy felfe, and for whatfoever 
thou haſt dorie. And cheretore Chriſtian men ought well to conſider, 
and weigh,mens commandemeuts, before they be haftic ro doc them, 
to lee it be contrary or repugnant to Gods Commandements and 
uſtice ; which if they be, they are cruell and evill, and ought not to 
obeyed. Wee have this fpeciall Commandement from God the 
ighelt Power, oft x by the Holy Ghoſt. Farbeare to doe eyill, 
and doe that is good. Saint Paul ( true teacher of obedience)teacherh, 
that civill Power and Princes be nat ordained to be a terrour to thoſe 
that doe well burto thoſe that doe evill, and will not that men ſhould 
doc whatſoeyer the power commandeth, but faida, wilt thou not feare 
the power > Doe that i goud, and thou ſhalt hove prafe of it : for it uu the 
Miniſter of God or dained far thy benefit, and not to 85y deftruttion, But if thou 
dpe that ts evill, then feare : far it carrieth not the Styord tn vaine : for it is the 
Miniſter of God, 4 revenger and executioner, te puniſh kim that ſÞall doe eval, 
And therefore it is ordained, that evill _ be taken away. Man 
muſt be ſubjeRt, not onely for feare of puniſhment, bur alſo for con- 
ſcience lake. For not to obey the power, chat defenderth the good and 
vyerryous, and puniſh the evill and wicked, is deadly finne. And the 
ſclte-ſame alſo Saint Peter reacherh. Wherefore the marke that all men 
ought to {hoot at, is to doe good, and in no wiſe todoc eyill, who- 
ſoever commandeth it, It the Miniſters of the 'civill Power com. 
mand thee to, honour and glorifie God, 4s.God will be honoured, to 
detend (with. thy perſqn and goods) thy Countrey again the enemies, 
to doe fach things as before the wealth and benefit of thy Counerey : 
thou art bound to doe it : for it is good, and God will have thee to doe 
it, And if thou doe it not, thou linneſt againſt God, and juſtly de- 
ſefyeſt the puniſhment, noz onely of the pawer, bur of evertlatting 
damnation ; but if the Miniſters of the ciyill power command thee 
to diſhonour God, to commir Idolatry, to-kill an innocent, to fight 
againlt thy, Countrey, to give or lend that thou haſt, to ſuch as minde 
the ſubyerliqn and deftruction of thy Countrey, ot to maintainethern 
in their wickeneſſe, thou oughte(t not to doe it, but to leave it un- 
done : for it is eyill, and God (the Supreme and higheſt power) will 
not that thou ſhouldeſt doc it.- The Apoſtles in time off perſecution 
did not onely give us an example. {o to doe, when the worldly 
powers would have 51v them 5o follow their proceedings, bur alfo 
left us a leſſon fo to doe. God muſt be obeyed: (fay they) rather then 


men, Andthis leflon, even fromthe beginning before it was written, 
was by the Holy Ghoſt printed in mans Hepes: When hareeb the ty rant 
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commanded tbe Midwives of the FaypSans; to kill all the male ckil- 
dren thatthould be borne of the Iiraclites' wives : think ye, he did 
onely command them 2 No withourdoubr, Ye may be fure , he corti- 
manded not onely upon threatned paines , bur allo promiſed them 
largely : and perchance as largely as thoſe do, that being defitous ot 
children , procure the Midwives to lay, they be with child, when their 
belly is pufted up with the drophe or molle , arid having blearcd the 
common peoples eyes with proceſſhoning, Te Pen Gnging., and bone- 
hre banqueting , ule all ceremonies'and crying out ,  whulft e#gother 
birds cgge is laid in the neft, But theſe good Midwives fearinghGod 
(the high Power) who had commanded rhem , not tt kill , would not 
obcy this tyrant 7Earams commandement, but left it undone. 

When that jolly Quecn [eſabel commanded . that the Prophets of 
God thould be deſtroyed, that none ſhould be left ro ſprake againſt 
her Idols , butthat all men ſhould follow her proceedings ; did 1$4t44 
the chief officer to the King her husband fay , yo Grace doth very 
well to rid the World of them . for thoſe tat Wi ſhip the true [iptng 
God ,. rann't be but Traytors to my Soveraion Lord and Maſter the 
Atng your Huiband, and to you Grace *: and it is theſe keretickes ,, that 
bmwerch and commwe you , that your Grace cannot be delivered of your 
Child, nor {leepe qutetly in your Bed : Let mit alone | I il! finile the 
m2 ances to «1 parch them ol, onely bave your: Grace'd £014 oplaton of 
me, aud thinkeI am yow ene? No, ibis ( a man fearing God, and 
knowing this commandement to be a wicked womans will) did clean 
contrary to her commandement , and hid and preſcrved an hundred 
of the. Prophets ander the earth in Cayes, Whra the wicked King Sag 
commanded h's own houſhold waiters, and familiar Servants, to kill 
the Pricft Abi ob and his childrea , for hatred to David : did thoſe his 
own neareſt waiting ſervan:s fatter him forward, and fay : your Ma- 
zeſty ſhall never be in ſafety and quiet {o long as this travtourt and his 

rating children (that arc al waies in their Sermons and Books, med- 
ling of the Kings matters) be ſuffered to tive ? we will be your true 0- 
bedient ſervan's , we will beleeve as the King beleeyeth , ve will do as 
the King biddeth us , according tro our moſt bounden duty of Allege.. 
ance, weeſhall ſoon eaſe-your Highneſle of this grief : other of your 
Graces Chaplains be more meet for that roome , thin this hypocrite 
traytour? No, they uſed no fuch Court cruelty , but confiderir.g God 
to be the ſupreame power , and ſeeing, Abunelech ( by his anſwers ) and 
his houſhold to be guiltlefle of ſuch marter in forme and intent, as 
(by Poeges accuſation) Saul charged him withall, they refuſed to Kill 
any — or once to lay violent harids upon them , but. plainly and 
utterly ( being yet the Kingstrue ſeryants and ſbjects ) denyed to 0- 
bey the Kings unlawfull commandement. And when the fame hypocrite 
Sl commanded his feryants or Souldiers to Kill noble Iinatbens his 
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fon , who for- neceſfiry fad taken a little honey to recover his trength 
contrary to the King his fathers commandement : did they fay » ler us 
Lift him a we be willed, (6 ſhall ſome of us be made rhe K ings lievre- * 
nantwe (hall be an inch nearer to the ſucceſſion, we ſhall have his lands 
poſſeſſions goods, and offices parted among us: Jet us not flick todo it. 
When he is diſpatched our of the world , he can make no revenge , for 
drad men'do no harme. No, no, clean-contrary. They knew that inno. 
cent Abels blood did cry to the Lord , Vengeance , vengeance , vengeance, 
And that albcir Cain had a mark . that no man nvght lawfully kill him 
in this life. yet hangeth he how (as good Writers lay) in chains im Hell. 
And therefore they would not obey the wicked & cruel! tyrants com 
mondement, but knowing that Cod will not have innocents bloud 
(hed; but innocents azain(t tyrants defended , they. took upon them 
the d*fence of the good for, adxintt the tyrannicall hypocrite , and 
wanat ral} Father. laranthe E mperour, albeit he was an Apoftata 
from Criſt.and a great p-rſ{ccutor of Chriſts Church, yet had he under 
him Souldiers that profeſſed Chriſt. W hen he commanded thern to fer 
forward to fight for the defence of the Common-wealth, they obeyed 
him, and did itwillingly : but did they before they were commanded, 
ſeek for the Chriſtians , and bring themrotheone and rwen'y Coms 
miſſioners,or rothe Biſhops Colehouſe > or when he willed and com- 
manded them to deſtroy tuch as would not deny Chriſt, and follow his 
proceedings, worſhipping Idols, did they: bring them to the fire-and 
{tand about , that they ſhould not ſpeak, and to ſee that none ſhould 
come near them , to comfort and (trengthen them in their faith > Or 
when they ſpake, did chey cleave their. heads in pieces with their Hol. 
berds, or ftop their mouths with their bills> No , they confefled. that 
in thatthe Emperour of Heaven , the Almighty God (and notthe Em- 
perour of the earth, a wicked man, and a rebell againſt God) was their 
Empecour and Captain: and therein they would nx obey Iulin, nor 
do that he commanded in that behalt. Anatms anſwer both St. 4mbreſe 
and Sr, Auguſtine, yea and the Papifts (al-hough they themſelves donor 
ſo) propound and fer forth for a Chriſtian doctrine , and a Catholike 
example, how Chriftians and good ſubjetts ſhould behave themſelves 
toward wicked Princes, and their wicked commandements: that is, in 
no wile to obey them, but to leave them undone. And as men oughe 
not to obey their ſuperiours» that ſhall command them to do any thing 
2gainft Gods word, ot the laws of nature : {o may they not do that they 
{hall command them contary.tocivill juſtice, or to the hurt of the 
whole State, Neither will good Princes attemptorgoabout any ſuch 
thing : for it is the next way to: bring, them out: of their ſeats, | and-t0 
make them of Kings no- Kings. How can that head live and continue; 
Where the body is conſumed and diſſolved > And how can that body'be 
lulty, where the ſinews (the laws) axe broken; and juttice (the marrow 
ſhould nouriſh jt) utterly as and decayed 8 
2 Antti 
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Antioebus thethird King of 5971s yeroce thus wall the Chkics of his 
Domihion, that 5f he did comtmand any thing that ſhould be contrary 
tg the lavees, they ſhould at pale thereon , bat that rather they (hould 
thinke, it was ftolne or forged without his know ledge, confideting that 
the Prince or Goyernodr is-nothing clic buc the M iitier of the Lawes. 
And this tame laying of this moſt noble King ſeemed to be lo jutt and 
rxcatonable , that it 15' taken for a common principle , how Subgctts 
(ſhould know , when they thould do thac be commanded , and 
when chey otight not. _ 

Licew iſe a Biſhopot Awne called Alexander the third . wrote to an 
Archbilhop , co doa think which ſeemed to the Archbilhop to be un- 
realohabfe , and contrary tothe laws ; *he Pope percerving that the 
Biſhop was offended with his wricing, and would not do hat he requi- 
red : dehred him not tobe oftended bur that it there were cauſe , why 
he thought he ſhould not do thathe required, he would adyertiſe him, 
and he therewith would be fatished. 

This isa Popes laying : which who is hardy to deny to be of leſſe 
authority then a law ?- yea no fellow, but above Gods W ord? Waere- 
upon this isagenerall-rule, that the Pope is notto be obeyed , bur in 


lawtull and-honett ehings, And {o by good argumenc from the moreto* 


the lefſe , that Princts - b ing bu. tootftouls and (tirrop holders to 
Popes) commanding their tibjects' that 15 not godly not juit, noc law- 
joll *or hurttuil rw cherr Cotnrey , ought not to be obeyed bur wiuh- 
{to0d.. For rhe tubjetts ought not ( againſt nature | to further their 
own deftrattion: but to feek cheir own falvation: not to marntain evill, 
butto {upprefle eviil:: for nor only the doers , but allo the confentors 
toevill, ſhallbe punithed... tay boch (ods and mans lav 4, And men 
ought to have mare reſp<t ro ther Connrrey then to their Prince ? 
roche Common- weaitrh , then to any one perion. For the Coun 
and Commoneweaith is a-dcgree above the King. Next unto God, 
men ought to love their Countrey , and the whole Common- wealth, 
before any member of it: as Kings an Princes-( berhey nevef fo 
great) are) butt members * and Common-« wealths 1nay ftand well c- 
andfoarth /zlbert there be no Kings , but -concrariwiſe wich- 
ours Common-weakh there can be no King. Common-wealchs and 
Realms may live, whenche head is cut off, and may puton anew head, 
that is , make chemanew Governour , when they ſee their old head 
ſeckroo much hisown will, and not the wealth of the whole body , for 
che which he was onely ordained. And by: that juſtice and law , that 
Knely hach beer execured in Fagland (if it may be called juſtice and 
tew)« ſhould appear, that the miniſters of c:yilt power do fomeumes 
evrrimmand that, that the ſubjects ought notrodo. 
When the innocert Lady Lane contrary to her will , yea by force, 
with tears dropping down her cheeks , duffred her ſelf ro be called 
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Queenie of England: yer yee fee, becaule (hee conſereedto that which 
was not by Civill juſtice lawfull (hee and het husband for company 
ſuffered the paines of rrayours, both heads buried in one pit. | 

When thc bleſied man of God 7 bomas Crener Archbil hanel Comer 
bury, did what hee might te rdfift to lubtcribe to King Edwards will, 
whereby his twotifters, the Ladyes Mary and -41z4brth, ſhould have 
beene wrongfully diſ-inherired : yet becauſe he aft:rward (to content 
the Kings minde and commandement, yet indeed, to fave the inno- 
cent King from the obedience of moſt wicked trayterous tyrants) did 
ſubſcribe unco it againſt his will ; was it not laid unto him by the wic- 
ked Judge Morgan (whom God not long after. plagued with taking 
away his-wits that was a foole _—_— x: hee ought not to doe any 
thing unlawtull, by commandement of any power? And ſohe (an in- 
nocent) picked out among a great number of very evill doers (to fatisfie 
the #4; was condemned as a T raytor before hee ſuffered as a Marcyr, 
Were noc the Images and Roodlofrs- 1n *ng\and deſtroyed by authority 
of civill power ?

W hen thou {aweſt that no Prebens, no Archdeaconries, no Biſhopricks 
were to be gotten by continuing on her part, thou betrayed her cauſe, 
and becarmeſt of Councell with the King, O noble Councellour, O ſevere 
and lawfull Judge. | 

A meete man to fit in condemnation of ſo many innocents + yea, more 
meet to (tand on the Till»ry, then in a Pulpic : robe tved up in a Beare 
Francle, then walke in a Princes Chamber : to weare a Tybowrne. trpet, then 
a zrey aniſe. But what if thon have no Diſpenſation? What a mar- 
therer art thou of true Engly/omen ? What a tormertor of the people 
of God > How haſt-thou deceived the Earles of Oxford and Sufex, 
the Lord Kich, the Majors and Sheriftes of London, and many other 
of the Nobility, Gonti:zmeu and Commons, forcing them to waſh their 
hands in innocents blood with thee > What conlciences may they haye 
through thee > How canſt thou falye their wounded foules > But thou 
wilt ſay, I: maketh no matier, The Clergie is faire rid of a great many 
of enemies. A dead man can doe w hurt, But be thou certaine, thou 
wilt be deceived, Whatſoever becommeth of thy Butcherly body, 
I wiſh thy ſoule to be faved.

When the Prince of Sebech called Adoniſebech, cut off the hands and 
feet of ſeventy Kings, and made them live by licking up the Crums that 
fell under his Table,he thought thole poore marmed men could doe him 
no hurt : but God payed him home ; tor he himſelfe had his hands and 
feet cur off, and was forced to picke up crums under the table, as hee 
had forced the other Kings. ; 

King A4bimelech cauſed his threeicore and ter. brethren by the Fa- 
thers hide, to be all killed, becauſe hee might raigric alone : hee thought 
all was cock-ſure, and fo did they that holpe him to execute fo horri- 
ble an AR. But what ? Did they eſcape ? No» God ſuffered the Divel! 
to make diſcord berweene the King and his deare darlings : and firſt 
they were juſtly deſtroyed by their King. and after hee himfelfe haying 
his head broken with a piece of a ſtone, let fall out of a weake womans 
hands, for ſhame willed his ſeryant ro kill him with a ſword, that it 
ſhould not be reported a woman had killed him.King 4ch«b and Quren 
leſabel thought none ſhould revenge poore abuts death : but Ton- 
trary to their expeRation, by Geds jultice, Dogs ſofled and licked'up 
the blood of them both. — Athalia thought her ſelfe fure when 
ſhce had killed all the Kings Progenie, bur God ſerved her with the like 
fawce ; (hc raigned not long.but the was killed. All the mifery and mid. 
chieſe in the Realme of Naples came by a woman, called Queen [vane (a 
woman of much lut)who after ſhe had been a while married bp a _ 
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Gentleman, and waxed weary of his worke, cauſed him to be hanged 
vue of an open (Allerie in. the top of the houle ( becauſe no man 
ſhould fee him) and not after the poore thieves manner with an hal. 
ter of Hempe, bur with a rope of Gd, wrought with her owne and 
her ſiſters, Madam Mary Malecaſta, their owne fingers. She traumpheth 
tor a while, and atter, befides an unſpeakable number of privie mar. 
rizges ſhe made foure by day in alittle ſpace, bur at length God plagued 
her, and ſhee was hanged in that place, where ſhe before hanged 
her husband, 

When thoſe that conſpired the death of the two brethren, the Ad- 
mirall' and the Protector had brought it to paſle, fo as they might rob 
the King, and ſpoyle the Realme at their pleaſure : did they at length 
eſcape Scot-free ? No, fone of them by the juſt judgement of God were 
plagued, with the like puniſhment, with the fame axe, upon the ſelfe. 
lame blocke, and in the fame place, And the reit hereafter are not 
unlike without repentance (which they (ſhew not) to receive their re. 
wards, either in themſelves, 'or their Poſteritie, O wonderfull workes, 
O juſt Judgement of God that haterh thoſe that doe evill.and deſtroyerh 
thoſe that worke mi{chiete, chat abhorreth blood.thirfty people, and 
thoſe that have doub'e hearts and treble rongues, 

Bur Boner, T may not leave thee thus. Give nies leave (Savage Boner) 
to'difpate this matter of lawtull and not unlawfull. a licnle more with 
thee. If thou and the ret of the traytors thy companions. ſhould per- 
{wade the friendlefle Quzene of Fnglind (whom yee have enchantcd) 
to give over the townes of Calice and Barwicke toa ftrange Prince, and 
(contrary to her oath, notto diminiſh any part of the Rights of the 
Crowne, and liberties of the people, which Kiny s of England at their Co-

traytors for ſuffering it to be done > Anſwer, What canſt thou fay 
for thy felfc and thy fellowes 2 Guikie, or not guiltie > Thou frandeft 
mute, What, not a word > Thou art ſure, your good w:li, will ftand 
you in as food fad, as the deed done. Neither d& JC Yee p1ſle, though 
the Crowes be fed with your carrion karcafles, and the Divell with 
your foules, ſo yee may leave behind you a fame, that by your rraytorv, 
the Laity of England was deftroyed, and the ſpirirualty reftored to theig 
pompe and Lordly power.

But before the haker top thy winde, Boner, let us know, what thou 
canſt Gay for her. Saift thou, Princes be not bound by their oathes and 
promiſes? enough, what for the reft 2 ler them n that not long 
agoc, their nei r, Monſiew Vervin, Captaine of B wag pu- 
niſhed as a Trayter, for that by neceſſity and extremity of torce he reg» 
dred up Bcloigne to King Henry the cighth, and did not dic in the de- 
fence of it, But thou wik ſay, hee did it without commandement of 
his Maſter ; and theſe ſhall doe it by commandement of their Maſters. 
But what if the commandement be not lawtull > doſt thou not lay 
thy {clte is not to þe obeyed ? Thou faift to others, that none may doe 
that 15 not lawtull tor any commandement. But thou wilt fay : Ic is 
the Queenes owne, and ſhe may lawfully doe with her owne what (he 
luſeth. What if i be denyed to be her owne ? But thou wilt fay, ſhee 
hach the Crowne by inhericance, and may diſpoſe of the Realme, and 
eyery partofthe Realme, as her. ButI anſwer ; that albcitfhe 
have it by inheritance, yer the hath it with an aath, law and conditi- 
onto keepe and maintaine it, not te depart with it, or diminiſh it, If 
ſhee have no more right tothe Realme chan her Father had, and her Fa- 
ther as much as ever any King of England had : what needed hee to re. 
quire the conſenc of the Nobility and Commons (by Patliament) to 
givethe Crowne to his daughter, or any other ? wy 
But chou wilt ſay, It was more then needed : for without conſent of 
the Parliament, hee might doe with the Realme, and every part there- 
of, what it pleaſed him. Take heed what thou faift, If chat be true, 
that King Henry might doe with it without conlent of the Parliament - 
how is the Lady Mary Queene? Why might not King E4v«d his 
Sonne (a Prince borne in lawfull Matrimony, and right heireto the 
Crowne) bequeath the Crowne where he would. and as hedid > Take 
hecd whatthou d yt. It che King and Queene give thee a thouland par. 
dons, yet ſhalt chou be found a ranke traytour to the Realme of Eng. 
land, For albeit the King or Queene of a Realme have the Crownene- 
ver {o juſtly, yet may they not om of the Crowne or Realme as ic 
leaſerh them. They bave the Crowne to miniſter Juſtice, but che 
calme being a body of free-men, and not of bond-men, hee nor ſhee 
cannot give or ſell away the helds and torts (as Cabre and Farwicke, or 
ſuch hke) without the conſent of the Commons : for ic was pur- 
chafed withtheir blood and money. Y ca. avdthine owne Popes | 1wes 
(whereby thou mealureſt all things to be lawtull, or not lawful) lay, 
that if a King or Governour of any Realme goe about to diminiſh the 
Regalitics and Rights of his Crowne, hee ought to be led. Thus 
did Pope Honors the third command, that the Archbiſhop of Col. 
bſa and his ſuffragans to deprive a King of Hwgery, which went abouc 
to waſte, ſell.and give away the Regalitics and Rites of his Crowne,un- 
lefle in time he ceaſed, & called back that he had dene. Ic is fo plain,thou 
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canſt not deny it. But I ſce, Boney, T have chaſed thee ros much : thy 
cheekes bluſh and ſwell for very anger. M. D. Chadſey, M. D, Pendle. 
ton, M. Conjms, or forne of you Chaplains, get iny Lord a cup of Sacke, 
to comfort his ſpirits : My Lord and I agree almoſt like Bells : wee 
jarre fomewhat, but got much, his Lordſhip meancth, that men ought 
to be alwayes, but not at all rimes honeſt, Bur I fay.chey muſt be honeſt 
alwaics, and at all times. His Lordſhip would faine have a 1 Lcard 
ar proviſo for him and his, that they might ſometimes (that is, from 
the beginning to the end of rhe weeke) play cherr parts, But I (ay, al- 


beit his Lordſhip have ſuch a priviledge, yet may no honeſt man at * 
P P 


any time doe that is not honeſt, juſt and lawfull, by Emperors, Kings, 
Queenes : no, neither his commandement, For if ctiofe things which 
onely in mens opinions ſeeme to be unla:wwfill, may by no authory be 
done, andthoſe that doe ther, be no lefle to be punifhed, then if they 
had done them without authority : how much leflc may ſuch things by 
any commandement be committed, that are indceed untawtull ; bur 
ſhall be puniſhed according to the deſerts, by whatlocyer power os 
authority they be execured ? Men theretore ought to rake heed, that by 
270ing about to come out of the ſmoke, rhey fall not into the fire : and 
- leaing of men, they run not imto the dilpleature of God, If mens 
ordinances and lawes, or the Goyernorusauthoritie and commande- 
ment, were a ſufficient diſcharge for men to doe whatſceyer were 
preſcribed or commanded unto them. tell mee (T beſeech thee) why 
did E/aias the Prophet tufter rather tobe tawed in picces, then to fol. 
low the proccedings of Manayjes * Why did Danict not follow King Pa. 
ris and his Counſlells commandement, torbearing to worthip the true 
God : but wascomtent to be caft to the Lyms ? why did not the three 
Children, Sedrach, Meſach, and ibednepo, obry Nebuche mezar, in wor- 
(hipping the golden Idoll.and fo avoid the hot burning Furnace > Why 
did Elgar fubmit himfelfe to death, and not difſemble > Why did he 
not cate his owne meat, and abſtaine from Prke-f-, chart the King 
commanded the Irwes te eare, contrary to the lawes, and fay rhat hee 
bad eaten it, as his old erufly friends of the Court counſelled him 2 
Way did he not ſue for a Bull or Pardon of 4 tc:5, that he might uſe 
ais owne Religion, as our Faclhhaltinz.G-ſpd'ers doe of the Pote, con- 
tefſing his authority, which 1s the thing thac hee onely paſſeth upon ; 
and careth not how many foules hee led to the Divell > Why did 
act the Teyen brethren and their 'mother, obey the Kings comman- 
cement, and fave their lives and goods, as the ancient Cathari/ls, and 
new £41405 doe, laying : all things be pure to the pure, and no Idoh- 
try nor fithinefle can infet him that js pure and cleane ? or why 
did they -not fay, as the Preſcicionits and Papiſts did in times pats 
and as the Merchants, Hill and Peterſon with their double-covencd 
traine, and diflembling {R , at this preſent fay, that it is law _ 
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(and no finne) tolay one thing, and meane another ? to lie with the 
lips, ſothey bave the truth in the heart > to deny God im words and 
workes, fo they conkefle him in thought and minde ? todaunce with 
the Diyell all day, and lodge with Chriſt at night > Why did Paw fab. 
fer ſo many impriſonments, ſo much beating. ſcourging and tor. 
menting 2 And why at length did hee not fave his life, and follow the 
E mperour Nero commandement > Why did not the Prophets, the 
Apoſtles, and ſo many thouſands of Martyrs, follow the wicked ty- 
rants commandements and proceedings» but refiſted them, and with 
their blood teſtified, that they allowed them mot > Bur all theſe holy 
mens doings, in confeſting and obeying the higheſt power God, and 
not the infertour powers in wicked and ey1ll things, are commended 
and left by the Holy Ghoſt to us in holy Scripture to follow and 
doe the like, If mens lawes and commandements were a (ufhcient war- 
rant to men, to doe wharſoever 1s commanded them : tell mee (I pray 
thee) to what purpoſe is ſuffering of perſecntion fo oft repeated. fo car. 
neſtly taught, ſo highly commended in Scripture > Chriſt faith, Hee 
that daketh mot js by yy and followeth mee, is not meet for mee. And 
againe : Bleſſed be thoſe'that ſuff er perſecution for rage e ſake, for theirs 
is the {( ing: dme of Heaven : Bleſſed are yee when men (bl cxrſe you, and per- 
ſecute you, and ſpeake all evill againſt you, lying for may ſabe : be $lad ad rej»yce, 
for your reward is plentiful in Heaven, So did they perſecute the Propbets that 
Were before you. And the Apoſtle faith : All that w.ll live godly in Chit 
Teſus, ſhall ſuffer perſecution, And fo in a great number of places cf 
Scriptures- ; 

By ſuch perſecution cannot be meant the injuries that private man 
doth to private man : for God hath ordained a meane, that is, the Ma- 
giſtrate to redrefle chem. But by perſecution is meant the injuries and 
ryranny that the Magiſtrates and Governours exerciſe over Gods 
people. For they not contented to let a Chriſtian man have Pw Te) 
Civill things againſt a Papi?, nor an honeſt man againſt ſuch a on6as 
favoureth their proceedings, doe themſelves ipoile the Chriſtians, and 
honeſt of their goods : and not cnely fpoyle them bur by alt man. 
ner of force violence and f{nares, ſeeke one life and blood. not one- 
ly in their owne couritrey, but where they have no authoriry. becauſe 
they will not obey their commandements, and follow their wicked 
proceedings. 

God wiil have his tried by perſecution, thatthe world may fre, who 
love the chictc power, more then the inferiour powers : his comman- 
dements, more then mens tond proceedings : the foule, more then the 
fleſh ; the fare and everlaſting inheritance of Heaven. more then the 
uncertaine and temporall poſleſſions of this world. Yea, he hath no 
other way to let the dift-rence appeare to mens eyes betweene his 
*ryants, and Princcs Pazaſites, then onely by perſecution: Pa Yoo 
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Turks, Jews, Gentiles can difſemble, they can ſeem to faſt, to pray , to 
give almes, to build Monaſteries , and Chauntries, and todo eurward 
workes gaie to the eye, becauſe they would be accounted holy of 
men , but to refuſe to do that is evill for juſtice fake » tobe [landered, 
yu evill of. whipped , ſcourged , ſpoiled of their goods , killed of 
the worldly Princes and tyraats, rather then they would diſobey God, 
and forſake Chriſt, this can neither P apiſts nor Turks, Jews nor Gen- 
tiles, nor none other do, but onely the Elect of God. And = God doth 
not-lo- ſeyerely require of his people, that they ſhould firaight offer 
themiclves ro the Princes Th houſe , their necks to the halter, 
their heads to the block , their blood to make Princes puddings, their 
entrailes to ma ke tripes, their quarters to be boiled or roaſted : bu: 
he hach left them a ſpeciall rule and commandement , whereby to 
goice themſelves , that is, in_all things # ſeek firſt the Kingdome of 

«d, If he that is perſecuted, feel in his conſcience, that he may do 
God greater ſervice and glory by ſuffering then by-flecing , he ought 
rather to ſuffer a thouſand deaths, then to flee one foot. But if his 
conſcience witneſle with him , that he may do God greater glory by 
flecing then by tarryinz , he ought not to rempe God with carrying, 
but is bound by commandemene to depart, [f they perſecute you tn one 
Cuty (faith Cheat) Pre another. And he did not onely teach it, but 
did ic himſelf, ing I'wry, and going into Galile , when he heard 
lobn Baptiſt was laid by the heels , becauſe the time was not yet come, 
wherein he was appointed to glorific God. And becauſe God would 
have a refuge place , and ſanctuary tor his, when ſuch tyransy and per- 
ſecution ſhould be execured , he would never. ſuffer the power and 
ambitious tyrants , to make one perfect Monarchie of all , but when 
they had done theii beſt to bring all rogerher , and the ttring had been 
almoſt in the nick of che-Bow, n_ yroverb is) it hath ſu yſlipr, 
and not onely deſtroyed the doer, but it hath fallen into a great man 
more ſhiyers then eyer it was before. Thus God dallicth and play 
with his Puppets, the Princelings of this World. 

Wherefore fince we be Gods people and ſervants , and he our Lord 
and Ge high power : and the Princes of the World be but his Mi- 
nifters and inferiour powers , ordained to do good, and notevill : we 
ought to ſeeke chiefly to do Gods Commundements before all mens, to pleaſe 
God ratber then men, For the Princes ( do they the worſt they can) 
can but take from men, their go0ds and lives : but God can take 
from us both Geods and Sod; , and caſt both Body and Soul into Hell. 
And yet ſhould not they be able to worketheir will in this World, 
nor ex*cute their malice, if men would behave themſelves toward 
their Lord and Maſter God, as they ought, For as he can , & would 
he ſoon diſpatch the world of tyrants, But becauſe many be open 
enemies of (od , and many — with God , God —_ 
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ſaffereth evill Governours (and will ſend worke) to plague the people 
for their iniquitie, and to try the faith of bis Elect; from whom not one 
haire oftheh cad can be caken withour Gods will, And therefore ſeek 


ng alwayes to doe that is good. they (hould alwayes eſcaue to doe that 
$evill, and commit theend co God,

T He Anabaptifts wreſting Scriprtureto fervertheir madnes , among 
o:her foulerrours , bave this : thai all things onglu to be common, 
thcy imagine man io be of that purity that he was betore the jall , that 
is, clean without (1n, or thatOt he wilUhe may lo be: and that as when 
thcre was no {1n, all things were common, fo they ought now to be. 

But cis miugling of the face of man betare the tall, and cf him af- 
tex the fall muca deceiveth chem. Fox by me fall, and cyecr atter the 
tall, cis corruptible fleſh of man js clogged with (in , and ſballnever 
be rigot fur, as long as it is in this cortups World, bu: ſhall be alwaies 
d:{poſed and prone todos that is-evill. Aud therefaze as ane means (@ 
be che rather uncumbred of the keap of lin » God ordained that man 
thould get his living by the lweat of his brows : and that he ſhould 
bc the more torged to labour , the diſtinction ot wings and property 
(mine aud; ne) veas (contrary to Plats” OpPLn1Gns ordaingd , 4$ 4 pPEel- 
reth by theſe rwo laws ; Lhe /halt not [teel, Too fault wit covet thy 
neighbour) Witt ; 27 bis Servant , uor bis Maigde , ner bu Dxe , nor by Aljs, 
nor any thing that 4 15, Aﬀerward indeed Scripture fpeaketh of com 
munion cot ehings , not that they ought fo to be (ter fo Scripture ſhould 
be directly againſt Scripture ) bur that there was ſuch charitic a- 
mong the people , that of cheir own tree will, they gaye and {old all 
they had , to relicye the miſery of cheir poore Brethren : who tor 
impotency., or foz multicude of children - were not with their labour 
able to get lufficicnt co relieve their neceliuy. Nor of this fo given 
might eyery man take as much as him lutted | but to every one {ac- 
condes to his necefiity ) ſufficicat was diftributed, So that- je ficod 
in the liþcrality of the giver; and not in che liberty of the taker, 

But there be forme in theſe daics, not of the meaneſt or pooreſt 
ſort , but of the chickeſt and richeſt : that is, many wicked Gavers 
nonts and Rulers, who in this errour excell the common Anabape 
t.{ts. For the common Anabaptilts do not onely take other mens goods 
35 Common, bur are content to let their ewn allobe common , which 
hath fone ſnuack of charity : for they themilelyes do ng other , but that 
they themſelyes are content to ſuffer, 

But the evill Governours and Rulers will have all that their. Sub- 
jeets haye, . common to themiclyes, bur they themielves wall «ic- 
part with nathing, but where they ought not : no, not fo muck as 
pay for thoſe chings , that in words they pretend to buy of their Sub- 
p<cts, nor pay thole poore mea their wages, whom they force to labour 
and toy lc ip the works, 
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But the manner of comming thereby is fo diverſe , that it maketh 
the juſtneſle of their doings much fſuſpefted. For lome do-it under 
prezence to do the people good , fome by craft and ſubrile means , co. 
lour their doings : and forme of right (but without right) claim them 
for their own. 

Of the firſt fort be thoſe, that put greattaxes and impoſitions og 
drink, for as much as the people with overmuch drinking become 
drunkards (and fo in againſt God) they would ſeem by making them 
pay as much, or more to them, as the drink is worth, they ſhould force 
them the rather to abſtaine from overmuch drinking , and fo from 
fin, Bur in this it may appeare, they leek not #b{tinance from fin, and 
the wealch of che people , bur their owne private profit For if they 
had their eye to Gods glory ,, and the benehic of the people, and the 
vice to be taken cleane away : they would not crop off the brag- 
ches of the Tree, and let the root grow : bur they would root up 
the root , that it ſhould no more grow. And ſome of this fort do 
it to this end, te make things better cheap. For ( think they) if 
there were but linle money, then muſt things be fold better cheap. 
As though it lay in them to make plenty and ſcarcity , and as hour 
the one were not the bounteous benefit of Cod ſent to them that teare 
_ _ him: and the other his plague juſtly powred on them that 

te him. 

This kinde of praftiſe was , if not firſt found , yet uſed by the Em- 
perour «lun the Apoſtata, a tyrant and perſecutour of the Chriſtians 
(as before you have heard) who being a ſubtile man , and not having 
his Counſellors , Souldiers and ſubjects ( at his deyotion ) ready to 
kill whom he would of the Chriſtians (whom'he knew for no private 
cauſe would rebell ) meant by policy to murther them , ſpeiling them 
of that they had, and fo not leaving them wherewith to buy to re- 
lieve their neceſſitic. Saith this enemy of God : I will «ſe you after 
your Chriſts Goſþell, For it faith : $-Jed be yee prore, for yours #s the 
K ingdome of God. And therefore take from you all that yee have pre- 
endy , that yee may the ſooner come by that is ne you. Doubt- 
leſle , ifthis way were asgood and beneficiall for the Agents and do- 
ers of it, as it may be profitable for the ſubjeRs and ſnfterers: no 
doubt it were to be defired that it were done out of hand , rather cen 
one minute of an houre deferred to be done. For the people from the 
lefle to the more , from top to toe, all be given to coyctouſneſle , ſcra- 
ping, ſnatching, and ketching. 

And from Popeto the hedge Mafſe-monging Priett , all be given 
to fubrilty , craft, lying , traytoury , and falſe dealing. Their heart is 
ſo on their half-penny , that neither they confider their duey to God 
= they know him not) nor remember khew much they are bound to 

eir Countrey: but upon a yainc hope to ſaye their own , are —_ 
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either them(elyes to betray their conmrey, or to ſuffer it to be betrayed 
of others, and one of them deyoureth and caterh up another, that for 
2 little while hee may the more live after hisowne luſt : Where con- 
trariwiſe, poverty makethrmen to remember, ſceke, and call on God, 
to love od defind their countrey, one to loye another like brethren, 
and finally, deviſeth and worketh whatſoever good is. But none may 
pili or pell, rob or ſpoyle, or doe any miſchicfe (faith the Apoſtle) that 
good may thercof follow : and fpecially Kings and Governous of 
people, whom, becauſe thry be ordaimed to doe gnod, and ſhould do no- 
thing but well, Chriſt called Benefaffors, and not Malefattors. It they doe 
it whileſt they pretend (but meane it not) to bring others to Heaven, 
they may be = ts bring themſclves to hell. 

The ſecond fort be thoſe that rob the people indeed, yet would not 
hayetheir doings knowne. They walke in nets,and thinke no man 
lee them, And of this kinde be thoſe, that contrary to all lawes (both 
of God and man) and contrary to their oath, counterfeit the coyne 
that is ordained to runne between man and man, turning the ſubtiance 
from Gold to Copyer; from Silver, to worſe then Pewrer, and advan- 
Cing and diminiſhing the price at their pleafure. For in coynes all lawes 
command. and equity will, that theſe foure things be obſerved and 
firaightly kept, Firft, the purenefle of the maner, that it be not cor- 
rupted or counterfeited, Secondly, that ithave the juſt weight. Third- 
ly, that it be not clipped. The laft, thatit be not at the Princes will 
ometime prized at a more value, and ſometime at a lefle :- For if a 
Prince might doe herein even what him lufted : how might hee noe 
lightly. ſpoyle his SubjeRs of all that they have, or could corne, by. 
W hich thing the great Diyell and cut-throat of England (the Pajr/t; 
god (in his Sermon that he made at Paws Croffe, upon this Theme 
(Nw is the time to wake from fleepe, my brethren, for now is our joy and pompe 
more nigh then when We before diſſembled to believe m Chriſt. Be of good cheare, 
my Diſcap/es, our trouble is paſt, 017 jOy 15 at ban) lerred not ro bluſter our, 
In'tchis Sermon to bring the dead innocent and blefled King EaWard 
(whom for his vertue hee hated) in hatred of the people : for he impu.. 
ted ro him (a child and a wand) the lewd and wicked behaviour of his 
cruel! Counſellours, and ſaid. he marvelled that the people could luffer 
logrea: injury,” to be robbed of their Prince, by altering their coyne 
from Gold to Copper. and Silyer to Lead, and to pull it from twelve 
pence to 1xe pence,and not riſe againſt the King to redrefle their inju- 
ry. Hee ſaw that this and ſuch like injuries were not tolerable in a 
Prince, and would have had the le do that againſt him (whom he 
for his vertue hated) which neither for this nor any vice he would have 
done, whereas he ſeemed to fayour. For at the beginning to maintain 
Boloigne wars, which he deviſed, to pull K. Henries minde from matters 
of religion, or (as afterward good likelihood appeared ) to yy 
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taken in the warres,and carried to the Biſbop of Reme : the ame Divel! 
Gardiner, was then the Chiete Counſellor to: have the money abuled. ro 
mainaine the fame. And now lately (when he hath broken his chaine) 
deviſed Roſemary pence, worle than ever any coyne was before, as the 
experience ſheweth, they being, at length crycd to be nothing. 

The third fort of theſe evill Princes be thoſe, that claime all their 
ſubjeRts goods tor their owne, who alledge for them this mommon 
ſaying : Altbings be #he Emprours, all thtngs be the I tugs, all things be toe 
Princes, And as the Divell brought torth Scripture to ſerve his pur - 
pole againſt Chriſt ; fo they abhorring all other parts of Scriprure, 
that teach them their ofhce or Chriſtian duty, picke out onely a Piece 
that may maintaine heir tyranny. It is thus written, ſay they, in the 
firſt Booke of Kings, Tis /bll be the right or la of the i( ing that ſbalÞru/ 
over you ; bee Will take your ſonncs, ind put thens to bis Charicts, aud make bis 
Horſemen of them, and they muſt 101 beter bis Chariot, and Will make him 
Captames of them over thonſands, and oÞer Nfrues, and Vl jet trem to aive INT 
oround, and gather in bis barvet, and to make m/trunerts, of Warre and Carts, 
And of you daughters be will make them Oyntuen. makers, bis Cookes, and ©:- 
hers. And hee will take the bei} of your frekds, and of your Ob've trees, and 
ove then to bis ſervants, And be Wall take the tenth of your Seed. and of your 
Fines, and give it to [ns Lords and t» bis fervents; And be will take the beſ? 
of your men-ſervants, and women. ſervants, and young-men, and of your Aſſes, 
and doe bis worke With them ; and bee Wall rake the tenth of your Sheebe, ard vee 
(all be his ſervants; but when yee ſhall ory ont at that time whom your Kf ins 
which yee [ball bave choſen you. the Lord will not heare you at that day. ap 

This piece of Scripcure is their cloake; bur it ſerveth no more a Kings 
wicked doings then that ofthe wicked fonnes of Fli, and the facrificers 
(whom men call Prieſts) to take out of mens pots, what piece them 
luſteth, or to take their portion raw.comrary to Gods Ordinance. For 
as in the one place it 1s called the right or law of the King : o is it 
in the other place called the right of the law of the Prieſts But in-no 
other of theſe places it is called the law or right that Cod appoinee 
to Kings of Prieſts, which hee fet out in other places. bur ſuch asthey 
would ufurpe oyer the people. Neither will this maintaine the pur- 
pole. that here he ſpeaketh of a King. and not a Tyrant ; for at the firſt 
2 Kings name was as odious, and as much abhorred as a Tyrants. Burt 
this was ſpoke of the Prophet Same! to frarc the people, that they 
ſhould not goe about to alter the order and policic that God had or. 
dained + which it they did, thev ſhould frele what a plague it were t© 
have a King even in Gods fury. And if they had onely ſought ro be 
ruled by one (as partly 12 this, that one alone ruleth a King doth differ 
from other Governours) they would have beene content with Sanur 
al>ne, who, as hee was appoimed by God to rule alone over the {ſr ac- 
ltes, fo did hee exerciſe and uſe his ofhice moſt uprightly : but ney 
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Thus yee may ſee the. end of luſty Lords and Ladies, that will have 
their luſts a law, and their will to be followed and obeycd of their 
ſubjeRts as a right indeed. The true right and prerogatives of a King, 
was written in a particular Booke by the PropherSomue/, and laid up 
by the Arke, which Booke (among many other) was loſt; yet who fo 
lufteth to know it, may fee it ſet out by God in the Booke of Deuterono- 
my. After that God had preſcribed who ſhould be their King, that is, 
no Aliene or Stranger, but one of their owne brethren ; for natural! 
frangersdoe not favour ſtrangers. Anda range Prince ſeekerh by all 
meanesto deftroy the naturall inborne, that hee may with quierneſſe 
and furety enjoy and uſe that he: commeth evill by, and (o leave it to 
his- ſucceſſion : then 1s ſet forth the right and Prerogative of a King 
thus-: When your King is made, he ſhall not keepe many horſ-s, nor 
putting his truſt in his Horſemen ; he ſhall ner bring the people againe 
into Egypt; Hee ſhall not have many wives, leſt they alter his mind from 
God ; neither yet Frene trealure offilyer and gold, But when he is ſet 
in his Throne ; he (hall cauſe a copie of theſe Lawes and Statutes to be 
written out of the originall, remaining with the Levites, and the ſame he 
ſhall have with him all the dayes of his life, that hee may learne to fearc 
the Lord bis God, and to keepe (notto breake) all the words and ce. 
remonies that be commanded in the Law, agd alſo te fulfil! them in his 
doings : And he ſhall not be proud and hauty over 'his brethren, nei- 
ther ſhall he ſwarve from the Law toward the right hand or lcft hand, 
that hee and his children may long raigne over I/rad, Bur beſides this 
Law appointed for all Kings, hee that will be acevunted a Chriſtian 
Kine or Governour, mult remember, that hee is a Chriſtian man, and 


that by being made a King, he isnot exempt from the lawes and duty of 


a Chriſtian man, which every one profeſſerh in Baptiſme ; but as he is 
called andexalted above the reſt of his brettiren, fo ſhould he be an cx- 
ample to them of good living and verrue, in obſerying the Law, which 
faich as well to Kings as to beggers : Thou ſhalt not ftexle; Thou ſhalt not 
covet any thing that 5 thy neighbovrs; and fo it Rabliſheth and confirmeth 
that every one may juſtly Keepe that is his owne, and none may take. it 

from him by any means againſt his will, be t King or Emperour, 
And by the doings of Samml, who, albeit he were nota King in name, 
yet had he (being the Lievetenant and V iceroy to God the chiefe King) 
as great authority as- any King 'on the earth ; it may appeare, that all 
things of the fubjects be not the Kings owne proper : For it they had 
beene his owne, what needed Samuel (at the ſurrender of his ofhce) ro 
offer to make an account > And to whom I pray you ? To any bribing 
Auditour 2 No, he offereqto make itto God, and to the King that ſuc- 
ceeded hit, Bebold (faith he) I have done all that yee deſired me, Fhave made 
you s King torale you. My children yet ſhall be with you. But I am ofd, and 
bere-braced ; tbet is, I ranucs Jong continue, I bave brene amoug you fas a 
cold, 
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ebild, to thu dy. Lo,i am veady to make mine account before Cod and you King, 
for all things that can be laid to me by any of you, Vi hoſe Bullock have I taken 

whoſe A/ſe bave I bad > to whom havel gone any Violence or Wron!> whom have 
I oppre/ ed? of whom have taken any bribe, , bo maintan him ta bs Wicked. 

neſſe, ro Wink at bu faxlts, or to ſtop juſtice? let kim come forth , aud1 will make 
ſatisfattion. And none of them could fay, black was his eye. 

No, faith Samuel , I take Gud and your I{ ing $4 Warmeſſe againſt Yous * I am {0 
neat, that ye ſhall net finde one jot in my fingers , but I am able to lay enough 4. 
gain you wicked people, exe, 

Samuel, Samue! , what King or Prince can fay to thee, 2s thou did(t 
to the Tſraclites > They look not to make an account : no, they have 
counſell of crafty Alcibiades, how they may make no account. 

But they cannot eſcape it , they ſhall meet with another manner of 
Auditour , then any of Monſreur Crmquebonets prentices ? they hall rec- 
kon before him, that hath all their doings trucly torted , and faire en- 
groſſed already before hand , and where he (hall in the day of his ge- 
nerall Audit, fay to Semxerl, and all true Governours , that rule accor- 
ding to Gods mule . Well fare yee, yee good and faithful ſervants, Come, entez 
into your Maſters joy : He ſhall contrariwiſe commu theſe oppreſſours 
and tyrants , notto the Lieytenant of the Tower, or tothe Warden of 
the Fleet, bur unto the } aylour of Gehenna (ro be chained in the Ward 
of cternall paine) and lay : Away with theſe decervers of my people to. the 
Dogs of Hell, yee were Maſters, and not Miniſters ? ye Were Bearebaytours, and 
not BailiF es, ye were ſtrayes, and no Stewards, 

Bur let us imagine an untruth , that all the ſubjets goods were the 
Princes, and that he might cake them at hus pleaſure, Let us imagine, 
that the ſubictts were onely carnall men , without the knowledge and 
feare of God, Yea; and let it be granted allo, that they were fpoiled 
of all cheir Armour , and great Garifons ſet in every place to keepe 
them in obeiſance , fo that they had not wherewith to redreſle their in« 
juries, as nature would counſell them: were this a way to make the 
people labqur, when others thenld take the bread our of their mouths? 
Would they defire to live, to be in ſuch miſery themſelves? Would they 
defire to increaſe the world with children , when they know that they 
thould be left in worſe caſe. then unreaſonable beaſts > No ſurely, and 
that ye may ſceby the work of nature in the people of the Weſt-In. 
ares, now called new 5Þ4am: who knew of Chritt nothing at all, and of 
God no more then nature taughtthem. The people of that Countrey 
when the Catholike Spanierds came thither , were ſimple and plaine 
men, and lived without great labour , the Lan4 was naturally fo plen- 
titull of all things, and continually the trees had ripe fruiton them. 
When the 5parards had by flattery put in their foot , and by little and 
little made themſelves ftrong , building Forts in divers places, they to 
get the gold that was there , forced the people ( that were not uſed to 
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of the Rivers, By this means a great aumber of them ( not uſed to 
ſuch paines ) died, anda great number of them ( ſceing themſclyes 
brought from ſo quiet a life , to ſuch miſery and flayery,) of deſperarti- 
on Killed themflves, And many wovld not marry, becauſe they would 
not have their children ſlaves to the Spaniards, The women when 
they telt themſelves with child , would ear a certain hearb re deffroy 
the child in the womb. So that where at the comming thither of the 
Spaniards , there were accounted to be in that Countrey nine hundred 
thouſand perſons , there were-in ſhort time by ttiis mcans {6 few }ete, 
es "(:7 Martyr (who was one of the Emperour Charlerche fifth Coun- 
{e|| there, and wrote thisHiRtory co the Emperotir)ſaich, nt wis 4frame 
for hm to name. 

This is the fruit, where Princestake all their ſubjeRs things a5 their 
own. And whereunto at length will ic come , but that eitticr they 
mult be no Kings , or elſe Kings without people, which is all one. Bur 
thoa walt fay : wlicreof commech this common ſaying : all things be 
the Emperours , «Il things bethe Kings > It cannot come of nothing. 
Bu: by 5 mn $ already (aid, yee ſee that every man may k«p his 
own , and none may take it trom him, ſo that it cannot be interpreted; 
that all things be the Emperours or Kings , as tis own proper , or thar 
they may cake them from their ſubjetts at their pleaſure , bur thus ic 
i5tO be expounded , that they ought ro defend , rhateyery mai hath, 
that he may quietly enjoy his own , and to ſee thar they be not robbed 
or {poiled thereof, For as in agreat mans Houſe , all things be faid to 
be the Stewards , becauſe it is commreed to his charge , to fee thare® 
very man inthe houſe behave himlelf honeſtly - and dv his daty , to 
fee that all things be well kept and preſerved, and may take nothing 
away from any man , nor miſpend or waſte, and of his _—_ he mutt 
re accoum to his Lord for all: fo in a Reatm or other Dominion, 
the Real and Countrey are Gods, he is the Lord. the people are his - 
leryants,and the King or Governour is but Gods Miniſter or Steward, 
ordained notto miltffe the fervanty, rhat is, the people, neither to 
ipoi'e them of that they have , but to ſee the people do their dury ro 
their Lord God, tharthe gcods of this world be not abuſed, bur fpenc 
ro- Gods glory, ro the maintenance and defence of - the Common- 
wealth, andnotrothe deftrutionof ic. The Princes warch onght to 
detendthe poore mans houſe, his labour the ſabjeRs caſe, his dilt- 
gence the 1ubjets pleaſure , his trouble the ſabjefts quiernefle. And 
25the-Sunnever tandechs (ill, but continuaily goeth abour che world 
dome hee : with his heat refre{hing and comforting, all naturall 
thin s-ndieworld ; {6 oughta-good Prince to be continually occan 
pied jn his Miniftry, not ſeeking His-own- profit, burche wealth of 
theſe chi becomes to his-charge. And wherefore Salrrerbne King 
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of Syria uſed to ay ; If men knew how much bufinefſe, and how little 
quietneſſe jt were to doe the duty of # King, none would rake upon 
him that office, if hee might haverhe Crowne for taking it up our of the 
mire; And Antioehw the great King alſo of Syts, when hee was driver 
out of his Countrey by Sapis, the Capraine of the Remanes, and had loft 
all A, and ctheCoumries about; hethanked che Xomanes, that by their 
meanes he was dlivered of fo great 2 part of his cares. He faw it was {© 
1mpoſible for one man (were hee never fo diligent and watching, co 
execute well {o grear a charge. 

If theſe rwo great Kings (who knew not God, bit thoughr therr® 
ſelves gods ; that h not on everlatting life, Eur thought there was 
no other bnt this lite : thoſe thar thought they could notbe forced to 
make account of their doings to any perſon) thought it fo great a 
chargeto have a rule over Countries; how much mvre ſhould ſuch 
Princes. as pretend to be Chriſtians, that know thetnſelves moriall 
men,no gods; feryants.no Maſters ; a1:d who muft (berauſe God hath 
{aid it ſhall be (o) make account foxall their doings, for all ſoules; ren, 
women and children, cthinke their office and miniftery an heayie bur- 
then; and fo give over ſeeking and hunting after their owne glory, theit 
pompe, their pride ; and fecke rhe glory of God, and the wealth (and 
not the- deftruRtion) of 'thofe that be commirred rotheir charge; and 
tremble ar this faying of Chry/oftome + I marvel that ary Governonr cai, be 
ſaved, which is not fpoken in vain; 
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Whether it be Lawfoull te deyoſe an evill Governowr, and bill # 
Tyrant ? 


AS there is no better nor happier Common-wealth, nor no grtater 
blefling of God, then where one rulerth, if hee be a good, juſt, and 
godly man : fo isthere no worſe, nor none more mifcrable, nor grea- 
ter plague of God, ther; where one ruleth, thas is evill, unjuft, and uri- 
» A good man knowing that he or thoſe by whom he clairneth, 

was to ſuch office called for his verrue, to ſee the whole State well 
verned, andthe people defended from injuries : ctcrh unerly tis 
owne pleafure and” profit, and beftoweth all his and labout to 
lee his office well diſcharged. And as 2 good Phytitian carteſtly fer- 
keth the health of his Patiene, and a Shipmaſfterthe wealth and fafe- 
gard of thofe he hath in his Ship; © doth a good Governour lecke the 
wealdy of theſe he rufeth. And therefore the people ferling the be ris. 
fir comming by good Governoars; uſed in tire paſtto ca ep gone 
Governoms, Pathers: and gave thery no lefle honour, drew - 
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An evill perſon comming to the government of any Rate , either by 
uſurpation , or by eleftion, or by ſucceſhon, utterly neglefting the 
caule why Kings, Princes, and other Governours in Common- wealths 
be made ( that is, the wealth of the people ) ſeeketh onely , or chiefly, 
his own profit and pleaſure, And as a Sow comming into a faire Gaz- 
den, rooteth up all the taire and ſweet flowers , and wholiome fimples 
leaving noching behind, bur her own filthy dirt: fo doth an evyill Go. 
yernour ſubyert the laws and orders, or maketh them to be wrenched 
or racked to ſerve his affettions, rhat they can no longer do their of- 
fice. He {poileth the people ot their goods, either by open violence, 
making his Miniſters, to take it trom them without payment therefore, 
or promiſing and never paying : or crattily unde; the name of loanes, 
benevolences, contributions , and fuch like eay painted words, or tor 
fearc he getteth out of their poſſcſhon that they have. and never re- 
ſtoreth it. And when he hath it, conſumeth it, nottothe bencht and 
profit of the Common- wealth, but on Whores, W horemongers, dice- 
ing,carding,banqueting,unzuſt Wars,and ſuch like evils and miſchicts 
wherein he daily delightetb, He ſpoileth and taketh away from them 
their Armour and Harnefle , that they ſhall not be able to uſe any force 
to defend their right. And not contented to have brought them in- 
to ſuch miſery ( to be ſure of his Rate ) ſecketh and caketh all occahons 
to difpatch them of their lives. If a man keep his houſe, and meddle 
in nothing, then ſhall it be ſaid. that he fretteth at the ſtate. It he come 
abroad & ſpeak to any other, forthwith it is taken for a juſt conſpiracy: 
It he fay nothing, and ſhew a merry countenance, it is a token, that he 
deſpiſeth the Government. Tf he look forrowtully , then he lamenceth 
the ſtate of his Countrey, How many ſoever be tor any caule com, 
mitted to priſon , are not onely asked. but be racked alſo,to ſhew whe. 
ther he be privie of their doings. If he depart , becauſe he would live 
quie:ly, then is he proclaimed an open enemy. To be ſhort» there is no 
doing, no geſture, no behaviour, no place can preſerve or defrnd innoe 
&cncy, againſt ſuch a Governours cruelty : but as a Hunter maketh 
wilde beaſts his prey, Tolls. Nets, Snares, Traps. Dogs. Ferrets, mining 
and digging the ground, Guns. Bows, Spears,and all other lattruments, 
engines, devices, ſubtilties and means , whereby be may come by his 
prey: ſo doth a wicked Governour make the people his game and prey, 
and uſcth all kinds of ſubtilties , deceus , crafts, policics , force, vio- 
lence, crnelty , and ſuch like devilliſh waies , to ſpoile and deſtroy the 
people , that be committed to his charge. And when he 1s not able 
without moſt manifeſt cruelty todo by h.mielf that he delireth, ten 
faineth he unjuſt cauſes to caſt them into Priton , where like as the 
Bearwardes muſſell the Beares, and tye them to the ſtakes, whiles 
they be baited , and killed, of Maſtifle , and Curs, ſo he keepeth them 
in chains, whilſt the Biſhops, and other his tormentours, and heretical) 
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iaquiſitors doe teare and deyoure them. Finally, he faith, and denieth, 
he promiſeth and breaketh promiſe, he fweareth and forfweareth, and 
neicher paſſeth on God nor the D rvell (as the common faying is) fo he 
may bring to paſſe that he defireth, Such an evill Goyernour properly 
men call a Tyrant, | 

Now,for as much as there is no expreſle poſitrye law for puniſhment 
of a Tyrant among Chriſtian men, the queſtion is, whether it be law- 
full ro kill ſuch 2 monſter, and cruel! beaſt, covered with the ſhape 
of a man. 

And ft for the better and more plaine proote of this matter, the 
wanitold and continuall exarnples that have beene from time totime, 
St the depoling of Kings, and killing of Tyrants, doe moſt certainly 
confirme it to be moſt rrue, juſt and conſonant ro Gods judgement. 
The H:(tory of Kings in the Old Teftamen: is full of it. And as Car- 
dinall Poole rrycly cireth, England Jacketh not the prattice and experi- 
ence of the (ame. For they deprived King F4ward the fecond, becauſe 
withour law bee kilied the ſubjets, poyled them of their goods, and 
walted the treafure of the Realme. And upon what juſt cauſes Tichard | 
the ſecond was thruſt our, and Henry the Garth put in his p/ace, I re- 
ferre it trotheir owne judgement, Denmarke alſo now in our daves, did 
nobly the like act, when they deprived Chriſtterne the Tyram,and com- 
mitted him to perpetuall priſon | 

zechartes the Pope that inverted firft the lamps in the Churth, depo. 
ſed Chilperichus, King of France, becauic hee was faid to be a lecherous 
perſon, and an unprohtable CGovernour of the Realme : and forced him 
to be a Monke.and made Pipine (father of Charles) King of France. 

Pope Hourrins ag yee heard before) commanded that the King of 
Hungary ſhould be deprived, becauſe he diminiſhed the Rights of the 
Crowne : unleſle he repented, and undid all that he had done. 

A certaine King of Portugale was very negligent in his office t he con. 
ſumed and wafted away the treaſure of his Realme, hee opprefled his 
ſubjects, and miſuſed them, Wherefore Pope Innocent the fourth made 
the Kings brother, the Earle of Bolone, Coadjutor tothe King, and gave 
him the whole charge of the Realme, diſcharged the people of their 
oath tothe King, and commanded them to be obedient to the Kings 
brother in all things, as King. Bur the Popes learned Councell ſaid, 
that he ought to have bezne utterly depoſed of the Crowne. Theſe do. 
ings of Popes I rehearſe nor, as though therr uſurped authority were 
to be allowed, bur for that yee may ſee, that it is no new thing to m__ 
evill Kings and Governours ; ard that thoſe that hayethe juſt autho. 
rity, may, and ought for the like cauſes, doe as they did. For albeit the 
authority of the Pope be not lawfull, yet is the reafon that moved them 
lo todoe honelt and juſt, and meet to be reccived and executed am

Were the 
life of man reckoned by Olympiads, decads, luſters, 
ages,or yeares, we might expect a ſpatious being be- 
twixtthe Cradle and the Grave ; but there needs no 
ſuch large Arithmeticke, no puzling compoſition of 
numbers to fathom the life of man, minutes multi. 
plyed will make houres, a ſmall paſſage of ours will 
diſpatch a day,and a few dayes will meaſure the life 
of man : many doe but juſt looke upon the world, 
diſdaine, and die : many rather commit patricide 
and kill their mothers in the wombe, then they wil 
daigne to looke on ſuch a world. How many come 
only to ſuck a Bib, or ſhake a Ratle,and recurne again 
tocarth 2 Idare ſay thethird part of mankind do not 
attaine to a moneth, 

Our common phraſe is, AU the deyes of owr life,the 
ſame phraſe is moſt frequent in holy Scripture, Jacob 
had lived an hundred and thirtie yeares cre hede. 
ſcended into Egypt, yethe cals them bur dayes, Few 
andevill have my dayes been. Adams tire was called 
but dayes,though 830.yeares,Gey.5.5. They whoſe 
ou 1001s but for their naturalf life arc allowed in 

w toſct but from three yearesto three yeares, and 
truly the taker doth preſume, and ſometimes ſuffers 
for it : well then may we reckon humane life by 
dayes,when our whole was caſitatl andincertaine,and 
every piece of a day a ſevetall mercy ; hence itis 
(I thinke ) that day is declin'd with the doobtfull 
Gender. Bur indeed dayes is a large expreſſion, if 
you will conlider it more narrowly ; allis but a day, 
yeſtcrdav 
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yeſterday was as to day, and to morrow will not 
much differ, all dayecs are ſiſters, ſolke,thar there is 
little or nothing more then a numericall diſtin&ton 
between them ; he thar ices bur one day hath ſecae 
the Sunarile and ſer, he that lingers ro an hundred 
yeares hath ſcene bur little more. Ir is true the ycare 
likea Gentlewoman varices oft her attice ; but the 
perſon and ſubſtance is alwayes the ſame, and cach 
day the Epitome of our whole life 3 but me thinkes 
a day is too much to attribute to man : that is his 
which he epjoyes, whatis that * the cime paſt ? no, 
that is dead and gone; the time to come © no, that 
may never come; the preſent 2 yea,but what'sthat? 
an inſtant point,an :3ndividuen, an £5 r41508s, a COn- 
ceitof our brainc,indeed almoſt nothing : but ſtay, I 
ſhould goe beyond my Text, if "man doc not goe 
wow ir ery David ſaith, Mine age « nothin 
anto thee, Indecd that is halfe a nothing which hath 
an end,man hath two,our whole ſpace is even juſt no- 
thing in reſpeR of the dayes of Etcrnitie: tor be- 
tween finite and infinite is no proportion, Jooke back 
on all the time paſt, all che dayes, yearcs, and houres 
are meaſured with one ſudden thought, which is acxt 
tonothing. - 

The generations of men, ſaith the Poet,are like the 
ſucceiſion of leaves,which no ſooner are greene, but 
already turning ycllow, and readieto fall, Harketo 
the Prophetscry ; what will he cry 2 that AZ fleſb & 
graſſe, and the glory thereof as the flower of the field - 
riſing, withering, flouriung, fading, growing, decli- 
ning, living, dying, as it were allinan initant. Dawid 
calls mans ea hena dreame,a vapour,a bubble. 
Salomon ſaith leſle, all S ſublunary arc vanitic 
thatis the appearance of nothing, Till 
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Till thou canſt en/oy life,'tis not a life but a being, 
or at moſt, bur as the life of trees, which is withour 
ſence of it ſclfe, We have perhaps ſeventie yeares 
before us, but little of this doe we enjoy, minimun 
ef quodwivitur. Infancy and Childhood is but the 
portall through which we enter into lite, all that 
while we are not come to our ſelves: in youth we 
are ſo ſublimed with pride; or ſo vehemently forc'd 
with headlong paſſion, that all that while we live like 
madmen,beſide our ſelves, wecannot well be ſaid to 
live till we arrive at gray haires, and no ſooner do we 
arriveatthat Meridian, but we are mellow and ripe 
for the grave, and indeed ſenedZws ipſa morbus, age is 
nothing but a long diſeaſc,a lingring death. 

Again, of that ſpace we live, how little do welive 
to our ſelves? halfe of all is conſumed in ſleep, the 
ſiſter of death(thanks to nature ſo long we are inno- 
cent,) of the reſt, much is worne out in buſineſle for 
others, much loſt and laviſht on our pleaſures, ſome 
ſlips idlely through our fingers, little beſtowed on
